“I have nothing against the 
movies,” said Dr. Bowlby, “if they 
will clean up and clear out of the 
Lord's Day, and I so told an im- 
portant representative of the mo- 
Gon-picture industry. who is at- 
tending this assembly as a com- 
missioner. 

“The commercial film house ought 
to give the church, the Bible 
School and the home the right of 
‘way on the Christian Sabbath. 
Without the Sabbath 
there will be no Christian morality 
and without Christian morality the 
free institutions of thig country 
cannot be preserved.”

LONDON, May. 18%.—Forced to 
return to England as a result of 
an examination in Paris by Sir 
Thomas Horder, a famous special- 
ist, Prime Minister Bonar Law ar- 
rived in London this morning.

His previous plan to pro- 
ceed to the English seaside was 
abandoned after Sir Thomas's ex- 
amination. 

He was met at Victoria by Sir 
Frederick Sykes, son-on-law of Col. 
Waterhouse, accompanied by J. C. 

Parliamentary secre- 
tary. The Premier walked feebly 
to the walting automobile. Though 
tanned by his southern trip, Mr. 
Bonar Law's face was drawn.

This plan was pressed so strong- 
ly that at length it was necessary 
for Ambassador Fletcher to make 
a very positive refusal. He gave 
the clear-cut information that the 
doctrine is purely an affair of the 
United States, promulgated for our 
safety, and that its interpretation 
and application are maiters on 
which we alone can pass. 
Aljhough they compelled its ut- 
terance, the Latin statesmen con- 
cerned have taken this statement 
as in the nature of a rebuff and it 


is being used throughent the South- 
ern republics tn fr propaganda 
again the “Colossus” which will 


permit no questioning of its power. 
It will take much care on our part 
to eradicate this impression. 


DOCTRINE OF CONQUEST 

In the Near East it was our de- 
sire to extend the principles of the 
laonroe Doctrine and the “open 
Goor” and, by smashing the old 
idea of possession by conquest, re- 
move much of the tinder from this 
center of conflagration. We arw 
making progress. In dealing with 
the Chester concession and otner 
claims of Americans we have taken 
the high ground that we wiil not 
press for monopolies for our own 
concessionaries or attempt to up- 
set any legitimate rights of other 
nationals; and our attitude has won 
respect. 

But, for ‘the moment at least, 
our fight/ for the ideal conditions 
has served to raise against us the 
old doctrine or conguest. Great 
Britain once put it forward very 
suavely when we questioned her 
mandates, but concluded the world 
had moved a bit and accepted the 
“open door” idea. France has now 
revived it at Lausanne. The issue 
has been put most plainly by M. 
Lenail, chairman of the Near East- 
ern committee of the Chamber of 
Deputies, who says:

A Texas Sheriff who traveled 
16,000 miles on the trdil of a man 
wanted in connection with six bru- 
tal murders yesterday ended a 
)search of seventeen months with 
the arrest here of P. W. Howard, 
35 years of age, and W. S. Ham, 
his companion. ° 

The arrest of Howard was made 
at Norwalk by Sheriff Hi. J. Wade 
of Ward county, Texas, and Deputy 
Sheriffs Fox and Shultz of Los An- 
| gelea. Ham had been arrested 
three days before at La Habra, and 
the information carefully con- 
| cealed., 
| Sheriff Wade, a typical Sheriff 
(of the heyday of ‘Texas. has been 
traveling almost continuously since 
| Jan. 1, 1921. om the trail of How- 
His search has led him to 
Missouri, through the Northweet 
to Canada, back again to Texas 
and then through Arizona ind New 
Mexico to California. 


FIVE OTHER MURDERS

his man, five other murders, the

suing. The motive in each case 
|was robbery. 
' The original murder with which 
(both men arrested here are 
|charged, was that of N. V. Nixon, 
'a@ taxicab driver of El Paso. Nix- 
/on Was shot and ‘killed and buried 
,in a desert grave on September 20, 
_1920, by two robbers. 
The two bandits hired Nixon to 
drive them from El Paso to look 
| over oll property at Pecos Valley, 
la two weeks’ trip. At Pyote, a 
\lonely spot in the desert near the 
valley, the two men are said to 
have told Nixon that they intend- 
ed to kill him and take his car. 
They then are said to have dug a 
grave while he looked on, and after 
it had been completed, one of them 
is asserted to have shot him twice 
and ‘then to have beaten him to 
death with the shovel used to dig 
the grave.

Thus 
will the sons of captor and captive 
in the concluding dramatic scene 
of the Philippine insurrection be 
classmates for four years at West 
Point. 

Young Funston, son and name- 
sake o f the late Maj.-Gen. Fred- 
erick Funston, was appointed by 
President Harding, according to 
custom with regard to the sons of 
high Army officers who seek to fol- 
low their fathers into service. The 
young Filipino, son of Don Emilio 
Aguinaldo, leader of the uprising 
of the Filipinos, first against the 
Spaniards and afterwards against 
the: Americans, received his ap- 
pointment under the law which 
permits one Filipino to be sent to 
West Point each year to be trained 
for service as an officer of the 
Philippine Scouts. 

An outstanding incident of Gen. 
Funston’s brilliant military career, 
which began when he led the 
Twentieth Kansas Volunteer In- 
fantry as its colonel, to the Philip- 
pines, in 1898, was his capture of 
Aguinaldo. It broke the back of 
native resistance to American rule 
and paved the way for peaceful 
development of the islands. 

In the guise of a prisoner, held 
with a handful of white comrades 
who posed as members of the 
Aguinaldo army, the adventurous 
Kansan penetrated to Aguinaldo’s 
mountain headquarters, effected a 
dramatic capture and escaped to 
the American lines with his pris- 
oner. ‘The Filipino ultimately was 
released on parole, but his insur- 
gent activities were over.

My next station was recruiting 
duty In Los Angeles.

Los 
Angeles Country Club was then 
near the Harvard School, and 
everybody said the town had its 
growth. Fortunate was the man 
who could look ahead to its great 
development of the present time. 
I feel that another twenty years 
will see an increase many times 
as great. and that Los Angeles 
will eventually be one of the three 
largest cities in the country. 

The pleasures of Los Angeles 
were © too short, as after ten 
months was sent to Fort Sam 
Houston, at San Antonio, Tex. This 
fort is an example of the large 
Army post near a city, of which 
there are several in the ‘United 
States; here are stationed artillery, 
cavalry and infantry. The people 
of Ban Antonio think highly of the 
Army ani many of the Army wives 
come from this lovely and hoa- 


pitable town. 


After being at Fort Sam Houston 
one year I was detailed in com- 
mand of the post at a 
Pass, Tex., just across the er 
from Old Mexico. At times the 
officers of Eagle Pass attended the 
dances on the other side of the 
line, and it was interesting to meet 
the Mexican officers and note the 
differences due to race and train- 
ing. 

OLD DAYS PASS 


But the old days of frontier posts 
are to a large extent gone. The 
life of the soldier nowadays is one 
reund of work. After graduation 
from West Point, or obtaining his 
commission from the ranks, he is 
sent to one of the service schools, 
of which there is one for each 
branch of the service. The infan- 
try schoo! is at Fort Benning, Ga.; 
the cavalry at. Fort Riley, Kapn.; 
tne Coast artillery at Fortress Mon- 
roe, Va.; the light artillery at Fort 
Sill, Okla, ete. After a detail «t 
one of these schools the officer re- 
turns to his company for duty with 
troops. When he becomes a cap- 
tain he has a second tour at the 
schools, and sometimes a third. 
Later on-he is detailed to the 
Command and General Staff Schoo! 
at Fort Leavenworth, Kan., and 
the pick of this school go to the 
War College at Washington, D. C. 

The work at all of these schools 
is most strenuous, and is a strony 
test of both the mental and phys- 
ical ability of the officer. The com-

eighteen hours is the day's labor. 
The work at West Point, strenuous 
as it is, is child’s play in compari- 
son. Itis from men who have 
passed through this ordeal that tho 
mafl officers at Washington are 


chosen. 
Thus it can be seen that the 
officer of today is a worker; rules 


of warfare and tactics are con- 
stantly changing and he must 
keep abreast of the times. For 
every promotion there is an exam- 
ination, both physical and mental; 
the laggard is put in what is called 
“Class B,” and is eventually elim- 
inated from the Army, unless he 
makes good in the meantime. The 
present Army is smali, but it is 
efficient and is said by those who 
know, not to suffer in comparison 
with the personnel of any of the 
armies of Europe. Some people 
feel that the Army is responsible 
for a large amount of the govern- 
ment expense. They do not stop 
to realize that without it they 
could not be secure in their bue!- 
ness and that a nation without ade- 
quate defense is considered the 
legitimate prey of any powerful na- 
tion. Anyone who failed to read 
the article on national defense by 
Gen. Pershing recently appearing 
in the Saturday Evening 
would better look it up. It is 
generally conceded that every man 
should carry.ifie insurance; what 
life insurance is to the individual, 
an adequate and well-jpstructed 
army is to the nation. To bring it 
nearer home, think what would 
happen to Los Angeles if the. po- 
lice force were withdrawn; ‘the 
large number of robberie: com- 
mitted in the past year show the 
resuit of even an insufficient force 
of police. 

Again, the Army isa great train- 
ing center for the civilian popula- 
tion. It is continually diecharging 
men who are better citizens, after 
their three or more years spent in 
military work. I was much inter- 
ested while at Camp Lewis in the 
summer of 1920 in the work of the 
Recruit Battalion, consisting main- 
ly of men of foreign birth. They 
were taught to read and write En- 
giish, and were instructed in loy- 
ality and discipline. The command- 
ing officer told me that.the results 
were remarkable, and I could well

These 
facts are impressive and make one 
pause and consider; the Army is 
no: @ menace, as some would have 
us think. It is a devoted force of 
men and officers, who give their 
lives to their country, putting serv- 
lee above self; men who stand 
ready at any time to go anywhere, 
in any climate, under any cond!- 
tions; in danger, in pestilence, in 
disaster, always ready and always 
efficient. 

Il have talked with men in all 
walks of life; almost without ex- 
ception they have stood for ade- 
quate vrotection provided by an 
efficient and  properly-equipped 
military forces. Last year I ke 
before the Rotary Club of Pasa- 
dena on the benefite of the 8.0. 
T.c. Afterward the president of 
the club said that his training as 
an officer during the World War 
was of constant benefit to him in 
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his practice of law; that whenever 
he ran up against a knotty prob- 
lem, he proceeded to make an 
“estimate of the situation,” as he 
had been taught to do in the Army, 
and after gathering all the facts, 
he came to a decision and issued 
his “orders.” 

At present, reduction of taxes is 
of paramount importance in the 
life of the nation; efforts are being 
made in all directions to cut down 
national expenses, and properly so. 
But there are some things in 
which it is a case of “penny wise, 
pound foolish.” It is @ great mis- 
take to cut the Army and Navy 
beyond a certain mark. Beyond 
that limit, for every million dol- 
lars saved now the country is li- 
able to pay a hundred to a thou- 
sand-fold in the future, in case 
of war.

FUNCTIONS OF STAFT 
Possibly you have heard some- 


one say that such an officer was 
G-1 or G-2 of a certain division, 
and you wondered what it could 
mean. The following explanation 
will clarify the situation. The 
Secretary of War is the head of 
the War Department, and under 
the President is the Commander- 
in-Chief of the Army. He cannot 
possibly handle by himself the 
many duties of his office, sco the 
National Defense Act of 1916 cre- 
ated the General Staff at Washing- 
ton, to assist him in this work. 
The General Staff is composed of 
the Chief-of-Staf!, Deputy Chief- 
of-Staff, (who performs the duties 
of his Chief when he is away.) 
G-1, G-2, G-3, G-4 and the War 
Plans Division. G-1 has charge 
of those duties which relate to the 
personnel of the Army: G-2 is 
charged with the collection, eval- 
uation and dissemination of mili- 
tary information; G-3 has those 
duties which relate to the organiz- 
ing. training and operation of th 
military forces, and which are no 
expressly assigned tothe War Plans 
Division; G-4 has those duties 
which relate to the supply of the 
Army. The War Plan Division is 
charged, in general, with those du- 
ties of the War Department Gen- 
eral Staff which relate to the 
formulation of plans for the use 
in the theater of war of the mill- 
tary forces. 

Every corps, division, brigade, 
regiment and battalion has a 
wroup of staff officers, correspond- 
ing to G-1, G-2, G-3 and G-4, only 
the letters being different. In a 
brigade it Is B; in a regiment R 
and in a battalion, Bn.

It was after a general study of 
the police departmert that the 
Crime Commission, working with 
the City Council, decided that the 
low maximum pay of $150 for pa- 
trolmen prevented many good men 
from entering the service and 
caused many othvrs to resign. 
Facts ind figures rupplied by the 
Crime Commission to the City 
Council resulted in the rise of $40 
a month. 

Following the general police sal- 
ary increase ths department was 
surveyed and an increase of 472 
patroimen and forty-five detectives 
recommended to the City Couneil. 
Lees than a week after the recom- 
mendation had been made by the 
Crime Commission the increase 
was allowed by the Council and the 
work of recruiting the men put un- 
‘er way. Much better men and 
more of them promptly became 
available. 

In an effort to tncrease the speed 
of the service supplied to the pub- 
lic by the police force the ‘rime 
Commission next completed a plan

The survey 
of the Sheriff's office made by the 
Crime Commission also resulted in 
the ousting by Sheriff Traeger of 
Al Manning, his chief criminal dep- 
uty and Deputy Sheriff Bob Couts 
on serious charges. 

A general plan of co-operation 
between the Sheriffs office, the 
Police Department and the Dis- 
trict Atterney’s office now in op- 
eration ia another direct outcome 
of the Crime Commission's activi- 
ties and has resulted in the es- 
tablishment of a homicide squad 
which includes men from all of 
these offices as well as a man from 
the Coroner's office and an expert 
photographer and fingerprint man. 
As a result of this plan it is be- 
lieved that friction between

city increased at the rate of 19 
per cent, while the crime of mur- 
der increased at the rate of 55 
per cent, robbery at 101 per cent 
and burglary at 136 per cent. 


Canada with a population of 
9.000,000 had only seventy-seven 
murders in 1921 while the United 
Btates with 110,000.00 population 
totaled 16,271 murders. In all ef 
Canada in 1921, 227 burglaries 
were reported while in Los An- 
geles a grand total of 8000 burglar- 
les were reported to the police 
during the same year.

Isaiah, the Statesman—Prophet 
Test of Today's Bible Talk by Mr. Bryan 
(This is the Sunday-school lesson for next Sunday, May 27) 
(Isalah vi, 1-8) 
In the year that King Uzziah died I saw also the Lord sitting 
upon a throne, high and lifted up, an4 his train filled the temple. 
Above it stood the seraphims: each one had six wings; with 
& twain he covered His face, and with twain he covered His feet, 


And one cried unto another, and said, Holy, holy, holy, is the 
Lord of hosts! the whole earth is full of His glory. 

And the posts of the door moved at the voice of Him that 
cried and the house was filled with smoke. 

Then said I, Woe is me! for I am undone; because I am a 
man of unclean lips, and I dwell in the midst of a people of 
unciean lips: for mine eyes have seen the King, the Lord of Hosts. 

Then flew one of the seraphims unto me, having a live coal 
in his hand, whith he had taken with the tongs from off the 


And he laid it upon my mouth, and said, Lo, this hath touched . 
thy lips; and thine iniquity is taken away, and they sin purged. 

Also I heard the voice of the Lord, saying, Whom shall I 
send and who will go for us? Then said I, Here am 1: send me. 


What wofiderful lessons for us 
are grouped about Isaiah's call to 
service, his acceptance of the call, 
his patriotism, and his prophecies. 

Everyone who plays a large part 
in human history enters upon his 
call audible to the ear or visible to 
the eye, as in the case Isaiah, 
but a call so definite and so certain 
that the heart is conscious of the 
summons to duty. Nothing less wil! 
give one strength to bear the load. 

Isaiah had a vision of ‘the Lord 
sitting upon a throne, high and 
lifted up.” A call to service always 
comes from God and is heard only 
by those who believe in God—in a 
God who is interested in His chil- 
dren and who uses His children to 


His purposes. 
Heavenly Father has not 
the entire population to choose 


from, but ts limited to those who 
are receptive. A government, in 
time of war, is at liberty to draft 
all of its citizens into military 
service. Those who exercise au- 
thority fiz in the law the ages be- 
tween which service is required 
and the grounds of exemption, ac- 
cording to the needs of the gov- 
ernment. 


GOD'S RESPECTS OUR WISHES 


In the beginning those under 
eighteen are usually exempt as are 
those over forty-five. But the 
minimum age can be lowered if the 
exigencies require it, and the max- 
imum age can be raised when the 
peril is suficient to justify it. 

And so with the physical inspec- 
tion; if only a few are required, 
the examination will be very strict 
and slight imperfections 1 ftur- 
nish ground for exemption. But if 
the life of the nation is threatened, 
everyone may be called who is able 
to contribute y service whatever. 
And the govefnment doés not ask 
whether the citizen wishes to serve 


must serve. 

Not #0 with the Almighty. While 

He is all-powerful, He respects 
the will and wishes of His chil- 
dren. He does not draft soldiers 
into His army or workers into His 
vineyard. He calls and those who 
will can answer. 
He knows those whose béarts 
are open to divine suggestion—do 
they not disclose this in their 
prayers? The petitions reveal the 
attitude of those whose thanks- 
giving and pleas for guidance aa- 
eend to the throne of God. 


HUMILITY IS A VIRTUE 


Isaiah was just the kind of & 
man for the particular work to 
which he was called. Comment- 
ators tell us that he came from 4 
wealthy family of high rank and 
had all the advantages of his day. 

Like David, he had been pre- 
pdred in advance for his task and. 
lige David, he was unconscious of 
the use that was to be made of 
his preparation.

When Isaiah came into the 
presence of God and beheld the 
seraphim, saw them worshipping 
God and heard them singing 
“Holy, holy, holy,” he was over- 
whelmed by the thougt of his own 
unworthiness, 

His sins grew larger and darker 
when he saw them as shadows 
against the purity of God He con- 
feased his iniquities and the iniqui- 
ties of his people, for in the light 
of God's glory he could see imper- 
fections that he had not noticed 


| before—imperfections in himself as 


well as in others. 

Then comes the consecration to 
service. One of the seraphims, 
“having a live coal in his hand’’— 
the Revised Version transiates it “a 
hot stone’—taken from off the 
altar, flew to Isaiah, and touched 
his lips with it, and proclaimed, 
“Thine iniquity is taken away, aid 
thy sin purged.” 

The change wrought in Isaiah 
has been wrought in a great multi- 
tude since that day. Men and 
women, timid and shrinking, dis- 
trustful of their own strength, have 
felt the touch of the live coal from 
the altar and been instantly filled 
witha strength that was not their 
own. Relying upon their own might 
they could do nothing; but falling 
back upon the Infinite strength of 
God they dared to undertake ‘any 
task. 


“HERE AM 1; SEND ME” 

Thus prepared for the work set 
before him, Isaiah awaited instruc- 
tions; when he heard the voice of 
the Lord saying: “Whom shall I 
send and who will go for us?” he 
answered, “Here am I; send me.” 

In every age and in every com- 
munity the Lord has work to do. 
None but the willing can be con- 
secrated and none but the conse- 
crated have the patience, the cour- 
age and the devotion required. 

There are enough Christians in 
the world to bring within a genera- 
tion the promised day when “every 
knee shall bow and every tongue 
confess” if every professing 
Christian would put his talents at 
the service of the Heavenly Father 
and,in the words of Isaiah, answer, 
“Here am I; send me.” 

Iealah played a dual role in the 
Grama of his time. He was a 
statesman, with a passionate love 
of his people, as well as a prophet.

It is now public prop- 
erty, and various drug concerns 
are making use of it. 

Dr. Takamine’s extraction was 
in the form of minute white crys- 
tals. Thie method of extraction 
still obtains, and the crystals are 
dissolved in water—the only agent 
which can be used. 

Shortly after Dr. Takamine an- 
nounced his discovery, far-reach- 
ing experiments were conducted 
by Dr. T. R. Elliott of London, Dr.

At this point the reader must 
also consider the “hormones,” or 
“chemical messengers” of the body.

They 
are not visible, they are not sub-

PORT'S GROWTH 


Espee Planning to Expand 
With Harbor 

in Improvements 
Proposed 


To Increase Trackage and 
Rolling Stock 


Millions 


road has realized the immensely 
rich future of Los Angeles Har- 
bor and that it is preparing to 
epend millions in the harbor 
neighborhood, is evidenced by 
facts and figures furnished by the 
Southern Pacific, as to their plans. 

The Chamber of Commerce of 
Los Angeles, alarmed by the sud- 
den congestion which has over- 
taken.the harbor, has launched a 
campaign to issue $15,000,000 in 
bonds for harbor improvements, 
that the golden tide now flowing 
into the harbor and of which the 
Southern Pacific is preparing to 
gather its share, may not be di- 
verted to other cities because of 
delays in loading and unloading 
vessels. 

PAYS OWN WAY 

The bonds will be voted upon 
at the municipal election June 5. 
The Chamber of Commerce in urg- 
ing a solid vote for the harbor 
bonds points out that as a reve- 
nue-producing project, the harbor 
should be able to pay its own way; 
that taxes, if any, will be very light 
and that the harbor to date has 
had but a small proportion of pub- 
lic-utilities money spent upon it. 

Experts, including Admiral 
Eberle, who knows the harbors of 
the world, are urging the support 
of the bonds. Otherwise the in- 
dustrial life of Los Angeles, they 
say. will be seriously crippled. 

An indication of the great 
strides taken by Los Angeles Har- 
bor within recent months, which 
have placed this city in the for- 
ward rank as a leading port of 
the world, is given by records in 
the local offices of the Southern 
Pacific Company. 


INCREASE IN FREIGHT 

Freight traffic of the Southern 
Pacific to and from the harbor 
terminals of San Pedro and Wil- 
mington increased more than 100 
per cent during the firet four | 
months of 1923, as compared with 
the same period a year ago. 

The increase in freight traffic 
this year, as compared with the 
last four months of 1922, amount- | 
ed to about 50 per cent. 

Experts who have been in close 
touch with harbor affairs point 
out that the increase in railroad 
traffic furnishes a good index to 
the general development of the 
harbor as*an important center of 
commerce and indicates the vast 
amount of improvement work 
necessary there. 

In order to adequately handle its 
business at the local port. South- 
ern Pacific officials have found it 
necessary to revise plans for im- 
provements made within the past 
year and to provide for still great- 
er yard trackage and other facili- 
ties than had been anticipated. 


PLAN FACILITIES 

Bstimates place the total ex- 
penditures for terminal facilities, 
added trackage, equipment plants 
and other facilities just completed 
or about to be made at the harbor 
by the Southern Pacific at approxi- 
mately $1,000,000. 

“The harbor business is 
at such a rapid rate that it is dif- 
ficult to keep pace with it,” T. H. 
Williams, assistant general man- 
ager of the Southern Pacific, 
stated. 

“It seems that almost before 
estimates of continued growth by 
our experts and those of the city 
are completed, we find that prep- 
arations bardly are adequate and 
that still greater facilities are re- 
quired to meet demands.” 

About 200 freight cars daily now 
are required to handle Southern 
Pacific traffic in. and out of Los An- 
geles Harbor and Wi n, ac- 
cording to records of J. T. Saun- 
ders, general freight agent. 


MORE ROLLING STOCK 

A year ago the port traffic re- 
quired an average of but $5 care 
daily, while for the last four 
months of 1922 the average was 
about 130 cars each day. 

During the first four months of 
this year the Southern Pacific 
handied about 650,000 tons of 
freight through the harbor dis- 
trict, for which nearly 20,000 cars 
were required. 

For the corresponding months 
of 1922, this traffic amounted to 
nearly 320,000 tons, which at that 
time was considered peak move- 
ment. The total for September, 
November and December 
o st year was approxi 
450.000 tons. 

“If one is to judge b past - 
perience in connection with the ~ 
velopment of commerce at the har- 
bor, he would hesitate long before 
attempting to speak as a prophet,” 
Mr. Saunders stated as he reviewed 
the reports.

a of Week’s Developments in Financial and 
Speculative | Circles; New Lows 


4 BY EARLE 

The failure of the speculative 
element to penetrate the mass of 
extraneous matter floating in the 
markets and to clearly define the 


nature and direction of the under- 
lying currents was emphasized in 
the drifting nature of stock cotton 
and wheat trading in the week 
just ended. Sudden drives for the 
decline were aimed at the chemi- 
cal, copper and oil stocks, and the 
same kind of attacks were 
launched in the wheat and cotton 
markets when unfavorable crop 
news appeared, but the nervous- 
ness of the traders prevented the 
recessions from going too far, and 
moderate recoveries usually set in 
before the closing hour. The bond 
market henefitted from the rela- 
tively quiet dealings in the stock 
exchange through the release of 
speculative funds, and prices main- 
tained a satisfactory “tone. 

Perplexity was the dominant 
note in stock market dealing. 
Operators were unable to derive 
any satisfaction from the publica- 
tion of the news that the rall 
freight traffic in the first quarter 
was the greatest in the history of 
the period, or from the weekly 
Federal reserve report indicating 
that rediscounts are advancing 
slowly and cash reserves are still 
in an almost unassailable position. 
Considerable reflection was devoted 
to the observation that the eteel 
industry is operating on a restrict- 
ed basis, and is receiving heavy 
orders from new construction pro)- 
ects, In spite of the reported aban- 
donment of large volumes of work 
because of high prices. 

A further scrutiny of the sig- 
nificance of the demand for ma- 
terials in investment conatruction 
produced some comment to the ef- 
fect that the stock market might 
be readjusting itself to the rate at 
which new business progress will 
occur, An analysis of the move- 
ments of Investment construction 
in a period of business recovery 
leads a confirmatory note to this 
Belief, and affords a basis for a 
prophecy of the continuation of 
the upward movement in stocks in 
the near future. This deduction 
indicates that the relaxation no- 
ticed in the prices for raw ma- 
terials is not caused by a surplus 
in the production of materials over 
the demand, indicating that the 
shortage in construction werk has 
been filled, but is attriburable fo 
the fulfillment of the requests for 
goods on immediate delivery. The 
price movements of raw materials 
in previous periods of business re- 
cuperation point to this develop- 
ment, showing that quotations rise 
rapidly as buyers insist on im- 
mediate delivery of materials at a 
rate that is beyond the country's 
capacity to produce. When this 
demand for immediate delivery is 
eventually satisfied, prices slacken 
to a point where they conform to 
the volume of orders on future de- 
livery, which is the amount of ma- 
terial needed to completely supply 
the requirements of a cumulative 
shortage in investment conztruc- 
tion.

GRAIN AND COTTON 

Both the cotton and grain mar- 
kets were susceptible to changes 
in the weather and crop advices. 
Cotton traders were puzzled over 
the actual amount of end-season 
shortage because of conflicting re- 
ports, and were also worried over 
the rumors that the mills are cur- 
tailing their commitments. There

Some doubt is expressed of the 
probability of this season's crop 
reaching that figdre, and on the 
basis of this belief the outlook is 
favorable, unless rising prfces force 
mills to seriously restrain their buy 
ing. 

Spot cotton ended the weekgwith 
a rally to a close at 27.15 cents, 
up 200 points over the previous 
week. 

Professionals controlled the grain 
markets, and their operations, as 
in cotton, were conducted with an 
eye teward the weather and acre- 
fage news. The wheat futures fluc- 
tuated without achieving any defi- 
nite resulta, but trade reports in- 
dictatd that prices will de Setter 
on the basis of unfavorable news 
expected to emanate from the win- 
ter wheat belt. The Kansas re- 
ports point toward a supply of 
bullish news for the market, and 
additional ammunition is expected 
when the true state of Northwest 
spring acreage is learned. 

May wheat ended the week at 
117 23-8 July at 115 3-4 and Sep- 
tember at 114. Corn options ran 
between 80 and 78 1-4.

FOR LOCAL 
SHIPPERS 


Southern Putte Adopts 
Plan to Speed Up Its 
Freight Movement 


Los Angeles is given added rec- 
ognition as one of the great trans- 
portation centers of the country by 
the authorization of “trap car 
service” in the industrial district 
by the Southern Pacific Company. 

This service to business men and 
manufacturers will greatly speed 
up local freight movements and 
will materially aid in the elimina- 
tion of traffic congestion. 

The new system will permit the 
loading of less-than-carload con- 
signments of freight directly into 
freight cars at warehouses. The 
“trap cars” then are taken to the 
Southern Pacific freight, station. 
where the freight is distributed for 
prompt forwarding to various 
destinations. 

Announcement of the new serv- 
ice, heretofore in operation only in 
New York, Chicago and other large 
eastern traffic centers, was made 
by F. P. Gregson, traffic manager 
of the Associated Jobbers, follow- 
ing a conference with G. W. Luce, 
freight traffic manager, and J. T. 
Saunders, general freight agent of 
the Southern Pacific. 

The “trap car service” will 
Gliminate drayage handling of 
freight through the streets of the 
city. The cars are “spotted” at 
warehouse sidings where a mini- 
'mum of 8000 pounds of freight is 
to be forwarded to destinations on 
Southern Pacific linea 

No charge is made for this extra 
handling of freight from ware- 
houses to the freight station. The 
freight thus picked up at local 
plants may be divided among vari- 
ous consignees.

Moreover, contrary to the pop-

he is a better policeman and for 
being a policeman a better poet. 
And had he not been handicapped 
at the start-—-indeed, had he not 
been compelled to overcome un- 
usual obstacles before he _ got 
Started at all—Cyrus C. Johnson 
would never have arrived at the 
preminence he undoubtedly enjoys 
today. 

When at the tender age of & 
years Cyrus was brought from Kan- 
sas to California. His family was 
very poor and the child had had 
n° schooling whatever, One of 

is earliest recollections is hearing 
a bell ringing every morning and 
when his mother told him it was 
a achool bell he didn’t know what 
that meant, 


HIS FIRST SCHOOL 

At $ years he received his initia- 
tion in the mysteries of the three 
R's and once having mastered the 
technic of reading, the ambition 
was kindled in him that afterward 
carried him over so many obsta- 
cles and gave him the, strength to 
fight his way up to rank and rec- 
ognition. 

Yet his first school efforta were 
not exactly successful. He was very 
much a fish out of water among 
those who had three or four years 
start of him.

His chief ac- 
complishment was inthe use of 
the sling and catapult.

Whittier and Tennyson. At 12, 
Cyrus Johnson wrote his first 
“poem.”

Springs would be taken from the 


Indians and converted into a 
national park, parment te depend 
upon “private donations,” previded 
such donations should be made. 
The bili also specified that the 
consent of the Agua Caliente tribe 


must be obtained. 
Naturally, the proposition met 
with an instantaneous refusal. 


“Pay us for our land and you can 
have it,” the Indians replied. The 
threat of condemnation, used as 
a hammer to force their consent, 
has been squashed by the white 
men who, through a sense of jus- 
tice, have taken stands with the 
Indians. Now, backed up by the 
best legal advice, the red man. is 
fighting—-with the ceaseless verbal 
backfire and interplay of the, 
white man's iaw.

The high counci! fs 
composed of fificcn men and one 
woman and Mr. Tibbetts says the 
women have a lot of say-so at the 
conventions. A number of the 
members live in Los Angeles.

TRIBAL COUNCILS 

On the second Bunday of each 
month the Indian chiefs convene 
at Mr. Tibbetts’s place for counsel. 
The grounda of his Riverside home 
are dotted with wickiups and 
tepees for their comfort; his home 
is filled with baskets they have 
woven and other expressions of 


soldier-Indian 


gratitude for his sixty years’ in-| 


terest. 


There te a barbaric solemnity 
about these councils, despite their 
modern trapperies. The ceremonial 
tobacco {s emoked, a symbol of 
their superstition which calls it 
the breath of life: there ts a tensity 
in the air. Stolcs, were thetra a 
lesser strength. long ego would 
have been crushed by the machine: 
yet even in subjection they retain 
an amazing dignity. 

In the hills the manzanita 
hlooma, tte fowerllkke, waxzen bells 
as lovely as in the days of their 
forefathers; but those hills echo 
no more with the beat of war- 
drums, save in occasional ceremo 
nials when the Indians know that 
it is all make-believe. 

The squaws, though perhaps im 
neod of seap and water, interest 
me. Halting. halt fearful of re. 
buke or ridicule, they talk. One 
mother told me, in a few words 
that mirrored her «oul lke a crys 
tal curtain, how she had sent her 
gon away to be “educated.” Sh 
is only partly convinced that [t wil:

A most imposing figure, 
Fig Tree John, who claims to be 
130, clad in an antequated frock 
coat which he declares was pre- 
sented to him by General Fre- 
mont, and a plug hat which threat- 
ens to collapse at any moment. 
And Chief Manuel Dores, the only 
living Indian who studied at the 
old schools held by the padres in 
the early mission churches; Chief 
Manuel claims to be 128 and is 
from the Santa Rosa reservation. 

Among the women chiefs—yes, 
these redmen of today allow their 
women to vote without wrangling 
and there are several hereditary 
women chieftaine—the most strik- 
ing in appearance ise Chief Marta 
Alto, a gray-hatred squaw who 
wears spectacies and a flower- 
decked hat and talks of laws and 
reforms and thinges—and bares 
ithe heart and hurt of her people. 
/Big Chief Joe Pete, who heads 
several tribes, is Grand Chief In- 
spector. 

The names of the federation’s

“We arrived in California in De-

‘tion, “and we Were nine months 
on the journey that can now be 
,made tn five days. Of course, there 
there had been many stops. When- 
ever we came to water or green 
grass, we would stop and camp 
and get the cattle fed up. We 
traveled on the last lap of the 
journey by a well defined road be- 


nardino bullt by the Mormons. San 
Bernardino was an outpost of Salt 
Lake City and settled by the Mor- 
mons about 1837. For some rea- 
sor Brigham Young called them 
back, but many remained and their 
descendants have been among our 
very good friends. The old Mor- 
mon road ran ou top of a ridge. 
then down through Cajon Pass. 
From Cajon we traveled to Cuca- 
monga, then way of Gan Jose 
Ranch, where Pomona now is, till 
we came to the San Gabriel Mis- 
sl lands, and camped right about 
where are now the San Gabriel 
golf links. 


HILL STREET WILDERNESS 
When Dr. Macy moved te Los 
Angeles and erected a home on 
the site now occupied by Grau- 
man's Metropolitan Theater, every- 
body remonstrated with him for 
‘going so far out Into the wilder- 
| néss, saying that it would not only 
inconveient but dangerous to 
be thus isolated from the city lim- 
its. And while the inconven!*nces 
of the location have been mv. of 
lees removed with the passage o 
time, there are some who stil 
think that it te not without some 
dangers, picturesque and otherwise.

MUST STUDY CONDITIONS 

I cite these two instances simply 
to prove that unless one under- 
stands fundamental conditions and 
is willing to study them in making 
his investment purchases, there is 
little Likeliheod of his making the 
most profitable investment. It is 
true that “hunch” buyers frequent- 
ly do make ‘long profits and often 
have exceptional “luck,” but the 
man who is investing in income 
properties as a business, who is 
regularly putting a portion of his 
earnings, elther salary or from 
the income of other properties, into 
real estate investments should un- 
understand hasic conditions. 

He must realize that history re- 
peate itself, that the growth of 
Los Angeles, when charted, can be 
projected into the future with a 


such a chart has been made and 
we discount for safety's sake, a cer- 
tain percentage of the expected 
growth, we will find ourselves mak- 
ing practically all our investments 
profitable ones. 


MAIN STREET FLURRY 

A noteworthy example of the 
failure to profit by the experience 
gained from a study of the growth 
and development of cities, was 
the South Main-street flurry of 
some years ago. Disregarding the 
basic factor that retall business 
must of necessity be easily acces- 
sible and close to the better resl- 
dential areas, Many persons pur- 
chased property "way down South 
Main street under the misarvre- 
hension that the retail shopping 
district and the factors of the ma- 
jor growth of the city would ex- 
tend southward, when as a matter

in that area have not increased, in 
fact many inatances could be cited 
where even teday property in this 
district has not yet reached the 
valuation placed on it during that 
flurry. 


DATA AVAILABLE 


“To go it’ blind” is not only 
unsafe and uncertain, but in this 
day and age with the figures, 
facts and data that are available, 
it Is the height of folly. Oftimes 
some local obstacles would seem to 
cut off the future of a piece of 
property. Some lots shown an 
experienced buyer recently did not 
appeal to him at all, because there 
chanced to be a high bank on A 
portion of the lot, some elevation 
above the street. Yet, when it was 
pointed out ta him that a few dol- 
lars spent in steam shovel work 
would change the character of 
this property and the immediate 
district to such an extent as to 
greatly increase the value, he was 
quick to purchase them. 

We must ever remember that 
the mechanical conditions of yes- 
terday are gone forever. The lim- 
itations of hand labor precluded 
our fathers and grandfathers mak- 
ing improvements and utilizing 
property that today is most deair- 
able. 

Run over im your mind for a 
moment some of the big obstacles 


result of these unwise 


‘that have been surmounted in the 


past two decades, or even in the 
past decade, which our fathers hee- 
itated to handle, and which our 
grandfathers would have regarded 
as insurmountable. The aqueduct 
for instance, bringing water to the 
city; the Panama Canal, bringing 
shipping to our harbor; the munic- 
Ipally owned hydroelectric-power 
development, co-incident with the 
aqueduct, as big projects affecting 
realty values. Then, on a small- 
er ecale, the leveling of the hill 
and the excavation at Seventh and 
Figueroa streets for the Arnold 
Building; the excavation for the 
Biltmore, the leveling of the hill 
lots at Second and Figueroa streets, 
the changing of the grade on Hill 
street from Third street north, are 
a few instances where the mechan- 
ical devices of today (steam shov- 
els and motor trucks) are chang- 
ing the face of nature and mak- 
ing income properties out of what 
were once regarded as “hilly and 
useless lots.” 

There is but one object leason 
to be pointed from this article. In- 
vestigate befofe you invest, and be 
sure your investigations are ade- 
quate. The pitfall of the inexpe- 
rienced investor is too hasty or too 
casual an investigation, if he in- 
Vestigates at all.

Formal Opening Date Set for 
First of July 


(LocaL CORRESPONDENCE.) 
ALHAMBRA, May 19. -—- With 
the immediate development of ap- 
proximately 200 acres of land «& 
few miles east of Alhambra, a new 
town to be called Temple will be 
founded, involving an investment 
of over a million dollars, accord- 
ing to the announcement of Wal- 
ter P. Temple of this city. 
town will be built as a memorial 
to the ploneer Temple family 
which came to Angeles a cen- 
tury ago and which has been prom- 
fnently identified with the develop- 
ment of the Southwest. 

The property on which this 
project will be carried out was 
purchased from the Burkhart In- 
vestment Company for 4 consid- 
eration of $560,000, and Is located 
east of Baldwin avenue and north 
of Azusa Road, about equally dis- 
tant from Arcadia, El Monte and 
San Gabriel. Temple and his asso- 


ciates, including Milton 6. Kauft- th 


man. S. Dupuy and George H. 
Woodruff, plan to start the con- 
struction of a business district at 
once, and Walker & Elsen, Los 
Angeles architects, are preparing 
lans for four ‘large business

sign. 

The business section will be five 
blocks long, extending east and 
west, according to present plans, 
and with two blocks of business 
extending north and south on the 
principal cross thoroughfare. Fif- 
ty-foot residence lots will be laid 
out and the outlying section will 
be divided into half-acres. The 
entire tract is about one mile long 
by one-half mile wide. Approxi- 
mately 1000 business and residence 
lots will be available, and the town 
will be built with the idea of ac- 
commodating 6000 people. A cen- 
tral park of two acres will be pro- 
vided. There will be building and 
ra@ia) restrictions and the entire 
enterprise will be designed to es- 
tablish a mode] community. 


TO EXTEND RAILWAY 

Extension of the Pacific Elec- 
tric Railway from the present ter- 
minus at Las Tunas Drive and San 
Gabriel Boulevard is planned, and 
a modgn passenger and freight 
station on the Temple property 
will be erected. Elmer A. Potter, 
Mr. Temple's office manager, stat- 
ed today that steps are being taken 
to have the city of Gabriel change 
the name of Las Tunas Drive, 
which is really an extension of 
Main street in Alhambra, to Main 
street, which will also be the name 
of the new town’s main thorough- 
fare. With the improvements a)- 
ready under way and contemplat- 
ed, this street will extend straight 
through from the western city lim- 
its of Alhambra to the new town 
of Temple. 

It is intended to open the new 
project on July 1 with a mammoth 
rodeo and barbecue, and at that 
time to dedicate the park and 
railway station. In all probability 
the Pacific Electric will be in op- 
eration over the extended iine by 
that date.

Tiel ely designed apartments in the 


Architectural drawings are be- 
ing completed by Russell & Al- 
paugh, local planners, and it is 
their intention to erect a building 
which will be artistic in every de- 
tall, with many exclusive features 
incorporated in the Sixth-street 
apartments. Specifications as pro- 
vided by the architects call for a 
twelve-story building trimmed in 
terra cotta with plaster and cast- 
stone for exterior facings.

Persing Square Subway 

A proposition of unusual interest 
—the plan to use Pershing Square 
as the central terminus for the 
future subway system of Los An- 
geles promises to become one of 
the principal features of the June 
elections. 

Rallway officials and traffic ex- 
perts assert, not without sem- 


blance of reason, that an under- 
ground station can be built be- 
| neath Pershing Square without in- 
| jury to the park itself, aside from 
,the emall amount of ground re- 
quired for exits and entrances. 

There is no epot of ground in the 
city, apparentiy, which is so dear 
to the heart of the Angeleno as the 
little block lying between Fifth, 
Sixth, Hill and Olive streets, and 
any attempt to use this block for 
purposes other than those to which 
it has been devoted for so many 
years, always meets with instant 
public disapproval. 

However, the assertion that the 
use of the square for an under- 
ground station will in no wise im- 
pair its usefulness or beauty seems 
entirely valid—and certainly it is 
an ideal location for a central 
street railway terminal, readily ac- 
cessible from all parts of the con- 
gested business district. The en- 
trances and exits, which will re- 
quire little ground, can be made 
attractive and unobtrusive. 

The time is close at hand when 
a general subway system at least 
through the main business section 
of the city, will be an imperative 
need. The construction of such a 
subway system will be a tremen- 
dous burden on the street railway 
systems, which are therefore en- 
titled to any legitimate encourage- 
ment, they can be given toward 
their construction. If the Pacific 
Electric can demonstrate that the 
construction of a subway station 
under Perehing Square will not 
injure the park, it should be given 
a fair hearing and fair treatment 
at the hands of the public, which 
will derive no inconsiderable ben-

Automobile: Production 
for May on Way to Exceed 
Banner Month of April 


[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 
DETROIT (Mich.) May 19.— 


Once more the automotive indus- 
try has cohfounded the gentlemen 
who prided themselves on their | 
ability to predict what would take 
place in the field of operations, and 
these forecasters are beginning to 
believe that precedents as a means 
of reaching conclusions are worth- 
leas.

Although signs of slowing down 
are noted in one or two factories, 
operations in the majority of the 
factories are being maintained at 
the April level, with half a dozen 
of the larger companies planning | 
to produce more cars than they 
turned out in April. An encour- 
aging feature of the situation is 
that the unlooked-for activities in 
production are general in scope, 
embracing some of the plants who 
were late in benefiting by the era 
of prosperity sweeping through the 
industry.

_ The Valves 


The Valves on the average engine require attention after ftom 5,000 
to 8,000 miles running. en the engine is warm, test the valves as 


way in turn. When you pull up on the hand crank, note the resis- | 
tance in each cylinder. If there is a lack of resistance in one or more | 
cylinders, it is an indication that the valves require grinding in. ' 

This is not absolutely certain, however, for compression depends 
not enly on the condition of the valves, but also on the condition of 
the piston rings and cylinder walls. If the compression is very weak 
in a cylinder, and you notice that the spark plug is covered with an 
oily my deposit, and you have to take it out and clean -it fre- 
quently, itis an indication that the piston rings are leaking as well 

When the engine has a detachable cylinder head, drain the radiator 
and remove the top water connection. Next remove all spark plugs | 
and if necessary attach a tag to the end of each spark plug wire with 
the number of the cylinder it leads to written on it, then remove the 
cylinder head by unscrewing the bolts that 
secure it to the motor... Now remove the 
plates in front of the valves, then raise the 
valve spring and pull out the pin or washer 
under the spritig retainer washer, but leave 
each valve in place until you ‘are ready to 


follows: First remove all but one spark plug, then insert the start- 
ing handle and cgank the engine slowly by hand, with the Ignitio 
Switch off, and the throttle wide open. Test each cylinder in this 


take it out and grind it in. On some cver- 
head valve engines, the valves are held in a 
cage, and im that case loosen the locking nut 
and take out the valve with the cage attached. 
Some engines do not have a detachable head, 
and the valves can be taken out by removing 
the valve cap over the valves. | 
To grind in & valve, place a piece of spring under the head of the | 
valve of sufficient strength to hold it away from the seat when it is 
not the face of the valve with a little 
grinding compound (obtainable at any auto — 
accessory store) then with a brace and bit 4 
or a screw driver, rotate the valve to and fro, 
firmly buat not heavily, and being 
careful not to make more than one-third to 
one-half turn before rtversing direction, 
otherwise you will cut a groove in the face 
of the valve. When all pits and black spots 
have been removed, and the face presents a 
fine frosty, semi-finished appearance, carefully 
clean the face of the valve and the valve seat 
with a little gasoline.

Now test to see if the valve 
is ground im properly. Put marks with a pencil all around the face 
of the valve about % inch apart, then replace it in the cylinder and 
totate a couple of times. If the valve is ground in properly, each 
pencil mark will be wiped away. i, 
~- When all valves have been ground in and all trace of grinding 
compound removed by, washing with gasoline, replace the valve 
rings and pins in cach valve. Before replacing the cylinder head,

which you wish to adjust the valves. Use | 
_ two spanfiers as shown, holding the ad- 
justing screw With one, and the locking 
nut with the other, then screw up or 
down. When adiuoting overhead valves, 
be VERY CAREFUL you do not adjust TOO CLOSELY, or the 
valve will not close properly when the engine is warmed up. Make 
sure also, if the valve is held in a cage, that it is WELL TIGHT- 
ENED DOWN, and is not allowing air to leak through, ALWAYS

The Russian Invasion is Well Indicated 
in the Number of Russian Bookstores 


EFORE the war Berlin had only one 
Russian bookstore. Now it has sixty 
and every day new ones spring up out of 
nothing. They are usually small stores and 
luxury shops where the Russians make 
their: appointments and buy a book on the 
side. Some of the larger bookstores have 
shelves and counters filled with Russian 
books, newspapers, and magazines. The 
books are beautifully printed in the Greek 
script and well Mllustrated, and are in fact 
wonders of typography and pictorial art in 
these days after the war. Some magazines 
are printed in colors and some contain pic- 
tures by Boris Grigoriev, the Russian artist 
whose portraits are attracting world-wide 
notice, and especially in Berlin and Paris. 
The prices of the magazines and bocks 
seem ridiculously cheap to the foreigner. 
There are a dozen or more Russian publish- 
ing houses and the books they are getting 
out surpass any now printed in Germany. 
‘Both nations are now on their uppers and 
are ready to work for wages one tenth or 
, ome twentieth those of the United States. 
They can manufacture goods so cheaply 
that no tariff we can enact will be high 
enough to keep. out their products and net- 
- ther nation is serupulous as te the means 
by which it accoroplishes its end. We talk 
much of the “Yellow Peril,” including 
therein the Japanese and Chinese, but 
should we not have a greater fear of this 


methods and the use of modern machinery? 

I spent yesterday on Kurfurstendamm, 
going from one establishment to another 
and making notes of the business. There 
are from fifteen to twenty Russian banks,

There Are Now Twenty-five 


Russian Restaurants 


ERLIN has now twenty-five Russian res- 

taurants of considerable size, and so 
many small eating places devoted to the 
Russians that it is difficult to count titem. 
It has numerous cafes where these people 
crowd together about tables, drinking tea 
and eating cakes while they discuss poll 
tics, present and future. I lunched at one 
of the best of the restaurants the other 
day. It was in the fashionable quarter, 
was as well furnished as any first-class res- 
taurant in New York, and’ the bill of fare 
would cover half a page of this newspaper. 
I had my interpreter and secretary with me 
and we were about the only people in the 
room besides the Russians. We took the 
regular lunch and had, for 10 cents, a meal 
that could not be bought at any good res- 
taurant in New York for less than $2. The 
lunch began with a Russian salad, which 
was followed by a delicious, clear soup, 
with croquettes of fish a la Russe. After 
this came some chopped veal, fried with po 
tatoes, and then a dessert. We had, in addi- 
tion, three cups of excellent coffee and I 
drank three glasses of port as per my doc- 
tor’s orders. All added together, including 
the waiter’s fees, brought the total sum for 

three meals up to 50 cents, or less than 
7 cents each. 


These Aliens are Prosperous 
Amid Native Paupers 


AM surprised at the apparent prosperity 

of the Russians. Those who sat at the 
tables near me in the restaurant were bet- 
ter dressed than the average well-todo 
German, and those I have met in the stores 
ve an air of wealth which one does not 
in other parts of the city. There are, 
course, poor Russians but there are 
‘any comparatively rich. They have made 
eir money out of the rise and fall of the

mark and in taking advantage of a financial 
situation which corresponds to that of Rus- 
sia in the first days of Bolshevism. They 
had witnessed the fall of the ruble and 
believed the mark would go the same way. 
Therefore they turned their diamonds, 
pearis, and other belongings into foreign 


,moneys and bought foreign securities. They 


bought, also, palaces, apartment buildings, 
and other concrete German properties, 
making small cash payments and giving 
notes in marks for the balance. Their 
debts decreased as the mark fell and as a 
result they have secured this real estate 
for a song. A little more than a year ago, 
when the mark was two or three hundred 
to the dollar, the Germans thought it had 
reached bottom but the Russians said it 
should have been some thousands to the 
dollar long before that and they made 
their speculations accordingly. 


These Russians stick together and forma 
little community of their own. When 
asked about soviet Russia they will throw 
up their hands and tell you of the hard- 
ships they have undergone, saying they be- 
lieve Bolshevism will.soon disappear and 
Russia be again on its feet. They pat- 
ronize their own theaters and concerts, 
where the language is Russian; they ap 
plaud the Russian actors and singers, and 
still live, as it were, in the land of the 
Czar. 


Close Business Relations Between 
Russia and Germany 


HE Russians and Germans have closer 

business relations than many people 
imagine. The Krupps are manufacturing 
agricultural machinery for Russia, and 
nearly every other large factory I have vis- 
ited has more or less Russian trade. The 
Borsig Works in Berlin are making jocomo- 
tives and cars for the soviet railways, apd 
some German capital is being invested in 
Moscow and Petrograd. I spent some time 
in Russia before the World War, and found 
then that my German carried me farther 
than any other language. I met German 
merchants in nearly every city, and in 
many cases they had intermarried with the 
Russians and established permanent homes. 
The Germans have always given longer 
credits to the Russians than have the mer- 
chants of any other nationality, and as a 
result they have made for themselves a 
large place in the economic and mercantile 
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life of the people. All this was destroyed 
by the Bolshevists but the tangled threads 
still exist and if a stable Russia should 
come they may be straightened out into the 
live wires of an international business. 


Indeed, a business combination of Russia 
and Germany is one of the economic possi- 
bilities of the far future. There are 60, 
000,000. Germans, and 130,000,000 Rus- 
sians, “or more than 240,000,000 in all. 
The Russians are industrious. They 
learn new trades quickly “and as imitators 
are equal to the Japanese. The Germans 
are experts in science and business organi- 
zation, and in building up foreign trade. If 
the two should work together it would seem 
they might accomplish the economic mas- 
tery of the world, especially as Germany 
has all the outlets by sea that Russia 
needs, and Russia the enormous resources, 
agricultural and mineral, and the great la- 
bor forces which can be so 1 exploited — 
by Germany. As I write this [ hear that 
the Krupps have leased 68,000 acres in the 
Don region for thirty-six years, which they 
intend to develop with machinery made at 
Essen. The territory is to be colonized by 
Germans and the Krupps agree to bring in 
one half of the workers. The land cannot 
be let except to employees of Krupp. The 
rent is to be paid in kind, giving the Rus- 
sians from 10 to 15 per cent of the harvest. 


The Population of the New 
Berlin is Increasing 


HE rapid growth of the population is 

crowding Berlin to bursting. The city 
has been underbuilt for years and at no 
time has it been more crowded than now. 
Founded almost 200 years before Columbus 
discovered America, it had only 6000 at the 
end of the Thirty Years War, and only 20.- 
000 when Frederick the Great came to the 
throne. At the time of our Civil War it had 
a half a million, and when the Germans 
conquered the French in 1870 it was larger 
than the Boston of today. The big indem- 
nity received from France gave it a boom, 
and since then it has steadily grown until 
it now is by far the largest city on the -con- 
tinent of Europe. 


Today, notwithstanding the poverty, the 
bad currency, and the Socialistic rent laws, 
buildings are going up in different parts of 
the city, and many of the large etructures 
are being heightened to accommodate the 
business and living conditions. More than 
eighty years ago it was said that 800 fami- 
lies were without shelter and when the 
Franco-Prussian War closed something like 
600 families were living in public buildings. 
About the time Kaiser Wilhelm came to 
the throne I made a survey of the poorer 
quarters of Berlin. The town then had 
about 2,000,000, and there were tens of 
thousands living in cellars. I was told that 
less than 3000 heads of families had at that 
time a whole house to themselves, and 
from then on the crowded conditions have 
steadily increased, . 

Berlin ts a city of apartment-houses. 
The buildings are usually of five or six 
stories, sky-scrapers being forbidden by the 
municipal regulations. In the basements 
one often finds cobblers, butchers and gro- 
cerymen, while in the courts on the ground 
floor every imaginable business goes on, 
families living im narrow quarters and 
working at trades for their living. I re 
member one house in which I found 400 
families, comprising almost 2000 people. 
The building covered half an acre en it 
was only five stories high.

VERYWHERE one goes in Berlin he 

finds evidences of the revolution 
brought about by the war. In the times of 
the Kaiser the sky line of almost every 
street was even throughout. The city regu- 
lated the height of the buildings, and one 
could not build a dog kennel without send- 
ing in the plan and specifications to the 
municipal architects. Today they are add- 
ing stories in all parts of the town and 
some of the streets begin to look like the 
ragged teeth of a 10 year old boy. The 
Deutsche Bank, which covers something 
like ten acres of ground, has until now 
been only five stories high, but it is cov- 
ered with scaffolding and they are raising 
the roof for additional room.

Douglas Attempted to Belitile Lin- 
coln for Being a Merchant 


HfS experiment as a merchant, which 

took up most of Lincoln’s time through 
the year 1833, played a part all out of pro 
portion to its real importance in his later 
political life, for in 1858, at the first of the 
Lincoln-Douglas debates, Mr. Douglas 
dragged it in. He bad first known Lincoln, 


. he said, when he was a “flourishing grocery 


et 


keeper in the town of Salem.” “He could 
ruin more whisky,” Douglas went on, “than 
all of the boys in the town together.” Over 
the reply that Lincoln made to this political 
badinage a sharp discussion arose. 


“The judge is woefully at fault about his 
tale over Lincoln being a grocery keeper,” 
he said. “I do not know as it would be a 


great sin if I had been, but he is mistaken. | 
Lincoin never kept a grocery anywhere in | 


the world. It is true that Lincoln did work 
the latter part of one winter in a little 
still house up at the head of a hollow.” 


How do you explain it? Well, in the first 


place, Lincoln's store was not what, in the | 


vernacular of the day, was called a grocery. 
A grocery was much nearer to what we call 
a saloon. Even if it had been, it certainly 
never was “flourishing.” but I hardly think 
that he would have fallen back upon quib- 
bles of that kind; rather that he was so 
irritated at Judge Douglas's forcing him to 
give time to answer personal charges that 
he did not exercise his usual caution in 
reply. The debate was altogether too serf 
ous a matter to Lincoln for him to have 
patience with such questions as whether he 
did or did not once keep a grocery. 

Out of this discussion came the question: 
If he kept a store and not a grocery, did 
he sell liquor? There is no doubt that he 
did. There was no store of the day that 
did not have, side by side with sugar and 
molasses barrels, a barrel of whisky. One 
must remember the practice and the point 
of view in regard to whisky in those days, 


“po utterly different from today, and, indeed, 


what it was already becoming in 1858. Lin- 
coln himself, nearly ten years after he had 
abandoned his mercantile venture, admir- 
ably described in a temperance speech that 
he made in Springfield this practice and 
point of view:

Berry took out a license to sell, that he 
once worked if a distiliery, may be used to 
confuse the discussion, but it cannot by 
any fair process of argument destroy his 
position as an out-and-out believer in the 
wisdom of destroying the liquor business. 


Said to Have Been Total Abstainer 
From Liquor and Tobacce 


INCOLN never used liquor, he never 

used tobacco. A few years ago I was 
appealed to by a Lincoln student who had 
been told by a woman reared in Iiinois and 
whose father was a friend of Lincoln that 
she could never bear to bear his name, that 
when as a little girl he came as a visitor 
to her father’s house she always le‘t the 
room because he was so filthy in his use of 
tobacco, his face and cipthes being stained 
with it. Firmly convinced that the lady had 
confused visitors, I appealed to friends of 
Lincoln still living in Illinois, among them 
Mr. Rollo Diller, the proprietor of a drug 
store on the Square at Springfield where 
for years Mr. Lincoln used to drop in and 
sit for hours with friends and neighbors 
around the drug store stove, swappin; 
stories and discussing public questions. “I 
would certainly have known it,” Mr. Diller 
wrote me, “with my intimate assoctation 
with him. The lady was surely mistaken.” 
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Baiem eat this time there were few like 
him, few who @id not have thelr tobacco 
and thelr glass of something strong. Why, 
even the Rev. John Cameron kept a barrel 
of whisky in his cellar! 

Something was coming out of the strug- 
gle, however. Gradually this dream of the 
law was taking body, materializing. He 
was getting nearer and nearer to it, though 
he hardly knew it. It was he to whom peo- 


ple came now for advice when they had le | 


gal documents to fill out, bills of sale to 
prepare, bonds to give. On anything that 
required a legal turn, he was consulted. 
He had become their postmaster, too, an 
office that he could fill admirably in connec- 
tion with the work of his store, and which 
he was to hold as long as it continued in 
the town. (The New Salem postoffice was 
discontinued May 30, 1836, because of 
diminished receipts.) But, most important 
of all, he was reading—reading Blackstone! 


From the story of the coming of the 
volames into his hands, one gets a vivid 
picture of the town, its location, its visi- 
tors. The road from Springfleld came up 
over the hill from the south, joining the 
town’s one long street directly in front of 
Lincoln's store. From there it turned west- 
ward to the prairies. Over this road went 
migrating settlers. How often Lincoln must 
have gone out to lend a friendly hand to 
somebody who had broken down or was 
stuck in the spring or winter mud! His 
kindliness brought him great reward, for 
in a barrel of plunder which he had bought 
to relieve an overloaded settler’s wagon 
he found a full set of Blackstone—the frst 
he had ever seen.

OM the day that he pulled the books 
out from the pile of odds and ends 


which had been dumped into the barrel he 


read them at every chance—read them 
when at leisure, moiled over them when at 


“work. How to get his hands on something

It came his way as the store was “wink- 
ing out” and he was beginning to look for 
jobs of chopping wood or any other heavy 
labor which he could firid. It was probably 
late in the fall of 1833 that the surveyor of 
Sangamon county sent him word that he 
would like to @epute him to assist him in 
his work in and around New Salem. The 
chance was logical enough when one re- 
members his reputation among his friénds, 
but stirred as a sympathetic reader must 
be by what seemed to be his almost hope- 
less ambition, it comes like a gift from the 
gods. What had happened was that friends 
of Lincoln who knew Calhoun and knew 
that he was seeking a young man that he 
thought had the makings of a surveyor in 
him, told him about Lincoln, how he was 
trusted, how he was liked, how much he 
knew. Let him lay out their roads and 
towns and farms, and ghere would be no 
come-back—they knew Abraham Lincoln. 
It was on the recommendation of his 
friends that Calhoun finally appointed him. 

Lincoln knew nothing of surveying, other 
than What every woodsman knows—and 
that is considerable among the really intel- 
ligent—but he accepted. And he also 
promptly made sure that he was going to 
be able to keep his job, by hunting up a 
copy of Flint & Gibson—the standby of 
surveyors in those days—and mastering it.

CONCLUSION that excitement, con- 
pled with lack of sleep, changes the 
composition of the human blood, has been 
arrived at by Dr. Norris Rakestraw of the 
chemistry faculty of Stanford University. 
In a two years’ experimental study of 
metabolism, or the chemical make-up of or- 
bodies, Dr. Rakestraw tried the effect 
of lessness with and without attend- 
ant excitement. Five subjects, who ended 
a test staying awake for forty-eight hours, 
were found unchanged as far as blood con- 
tent was concerned, due, according to Dr. 
Rakestraw, to the fact that they remained 
quiet. A previous experiment, during which 
the subjects were directed to take hard 
physical exercise and were otherwise ex- 
cited nervously and mentally, resulted in an 
increase of sugar and uric acid in the blood 
in each instance. 

When you consider that a large propor- 
tion of people spend their time nowadays in 
an atmospliére of excitement, you cannot 
wonder that sleeplessness and sickness 
abound.

Veterans in Hospitals 

OLLOWING is from a report of the Mer- 

chants’ Association of New York after 
an investigation of the condition of veter- 
ans in New York, New Jersey and Connec- 
ticut. 

“We find that the important work of hos- 
pitalization is markedly in need of im- 
provement. Fifty per cent of the disabled 
ex-service men receiving hospital care are 
fh contract hospitals. These hospitals, 
many of them organized solely for profit, 
seem to be more interested in retaining 
their patients, than in restoring them to 
health. 

“It is a matter of common knowledge 
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Vaportor! 
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among those who have taken an interest in | 
the ex-service men, that*these contact hos- | 
pitals are, in many instances, a positive | 
menace to the patients. Absence of re- 
straint, and the possession of generous 
compensation allowances from the govern- 
ment combine to create conditions where 
the veteran is exposed to all sorts of temp- 
tations. Drinking, gambling and immor- 
ality abound in the neighborhood of many 
contract hospitals, and the results on the 
condition of the disabled men are naturally 
disastrous.” 

When to this is added a treatment that 
makes 
mtist be admitted that the. condition of 
these ex-soldiers is deplorable. 

And if they seek to obtain rational treat- 
ment, their allowance is stopped.

Furthermore, there is nothing 
whatever in the act offensive to any per 
son who ~has a_ religious or other con- 
scientious belief opposed to physical ex- 
amina 

“It is the policy of the county health de 
partment to scrupulously observe the law 
in this r pect and in justice to myself 
and the interests of the people of this 
county, many of whom desire this legisla- 
tion, I feel you should correct these mis- 
statements.” 

To this I replied as follows: 

“Yes, indeed, I aim at the truth. ‘Magna 
est veritas, et prevalebit.’ 

“My criticisms of medical interference 
in schools are based on broad principles, 
not on details. The whole system is 
wrong. Laws are constantly being intro- 
duced by the medical fraternity, based on 
Error—on the prevailing medical error of 
suppressing symptoms, instead of removing 
the cause. 

“There is an alliance between the medi- 
cal profession and school nurseg, and 
many of the teachers, to encourage such 
harmful—and in most cases unnecessary— 
surgical operations as removal] of tonsils, 
which are caused by a catarrhal condition 
of the body, due to overconsumption of 
mucus and acid forming foods, especially 
starches, sugar and milk. Adenoids are en- 
tirely due to the same cause. Are the par- 
ents informed of this fact? They are not. 
They are advised—and almost commanded 
—to have their children m ‘ 

“Again, weighing of children. babies 

babies. Why? Be 
cause they are overfed. 

“When laws are contrary to the public 
interest, it is the duty of the public to see. 
that they are changed. “I am turning in 
your letter, today, with comment. My 
copy is turned in nearly three weeks be- 
fore the date of publication of the maga- 
zine.” 


Hunger 
ANY people confuse hunger and ap 
petite. They are quite diflerent. 

Some walking skeletons say they are 
“hungry” all the time. They are not hun- 
gry. They have a morbid craving, caused 
by irritation of the lining of the stomach. 

more they eat, the thinner they get. 
What they need is a complete fast, for a 
couple of weeks. 

Following is from the “The New 
Dietetics,” by J. H. Kellogg, M. D.: 

“Hunger appears to be a very universal 
sensation. Minute vegetable organisms, 
such as the swarm cells of spore-producing 
plants, according to Lister, may behave 
very much like hungry animals, swallowing 
microbes and digesting them with avidity 
while resting, then swimming off to find 
more , food. 

“People who eat several times a day 
often never experience the sensation of 
real hunger. Hibernating animals have no 
hunger. Insects are not hungry during the 
winter. The myriads of salmon which 
ascend the Columbia River are sald never 
to eat, notwithstanding the great exertion 
in swimming hundreds of miles up stream. 
On the other hand, birds appear to be hun- 
gry all the time; at least they eat contin- 
ually, though food is always found in their 
crops. The caterpillar does nothing but 
eat and defecate; but in certain species, 
after the caterpillar- becomes a butterfly, it 
never eats at all. In some insects, accord- 
ing to Faber, there is no provision for 
hunger, the digestive organs being lack- 


murses or ‘physicians or to organise 
health service under the law. * e 
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“The seat and cause of hunger have been 
the cause of much research and discussion 
by physiolegiste for centuries. Haller 
thought the sensation of hunger to be 
caused by the grinding or rubbing together 
of the folds of the mucous lining of the 
stomach, due to contraction of its walls, 
observing that in a hungry man ‘the stom- 
ach is always contracted’ (pinched.) In 
this opinion the sagacious scientist came 
very near the truth, as we shall see later. 
Darwin, on the other hand, thought hunger 
to be due to the absence of contractions in 
the stomach. Beaumont regarded hunger 
as the result of ‘a distension of the gastric 
vessels’ or glands with gastric juice. 
Ewald considers hunger as purely a psychic 
sensation due to stimulation of the hunger 
center by an impoverished state of the 
blood. Boldyreff discovered, in 1905, by 
placing inflated balloons in the stomachs of 
starving dogs, that strong contractions of 
the stomach occurred at quite regular in- 
tervals. In 1912, by similar experiments 
upon human beings, Cannon proved that 
these contractiona are the cause of hun- 
ger. Each contraction of the stomach 
gives rise to a hunger pang, lasting about 
half a minute. The contractions may be re- 
peated rhythmically during 15 minutes to 
an hour or even longer, in extreme hunger, 
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and in very intense hunger the contraction 
may become continuous. 

“There are two elements in hunger, one 
relating to the stomach itself, the other re- 
lating to the body as a whole. 

“A very strong sensation of hunger is 
accompanied by a feeling of emptiness, 
which may affect the whole abdomen. This 
may be relieved or temporarily abolished 
by pressure upon the abdominal wall. The 
starving Indian tightens his belt, to relieve 
his discomfort. 

“There is a definite distinction between 
hunger and appetite. One may experience 
hunger without appetite, a not uncommon 
experience, but appetite without hunger is 
the daily experience of those who eat des 
serts at the end of a full meal. Hunger is 
referred to the stomach, whereas appetite 
is nearly always referred to the mouth 


and throat. One's mouth may water in the 
presence of savory viands although the 
sensation of hunger is not felt. Hunger, 
as Cannon has shown, is due to actual con- 
tractions of the gastric walls, and is not

The Santo Domingos want to be let 
alone; and certain officials who have 
thought otherwise have quickly realized 
this upon visiting the pueblo. 
Making friends with the Santo 
fos is, however, far simpler and far more 
gratifying than cultivating friendships in 
small white communities. And as for pass- 
ing a few days and nights in one of their 
homes, a serson is safer, if not’ physically 
as comfortable, than in a city hotel. | 
‘Santo Domingo may be translated at 
pleasure Saint Dominic or Holy Sunday. 
This old village of the Queres Indians, 
called in their own tongue, Kiua. was re 
christened by the Spaniards in honor of 
the saint. St. Dominic’s day is celebrated 
with flesta and dancing on August 4. For 
this cecasion I had received a special invi-) 
tation from one of the Indians and /naa| 
timed my arrival the evening in advance.

T WAS late in the afternoon when, after 
an all day's walk for the purpose of see.

The van- 
quished lay doubled up like a jacknife, his 
long hair disordered, headband askew, hie 
American trousers bedaubed with mud.

T HAS become trite to describe an out- 
standing figure in the world of indus- 
| try as a dynamo. Usually, in point of 
fact, the person so described is not a dy- 
namo but Merely a motor. Ninety-nine out 
of every 100 men are actual or potential 
motors. -They receive the electrical energy 
that is created by the dynamo and prompt- 
ly get into motion, doing much useful work. 
The remaining one—the dynamo—is a man 
who does not merely work with transmitted 
energy, but who creates his own, who is 
truly a dynamo, transmitting to the great 
Mass of workers the impetus, the ideas, the 
vision with which the world’s work is done. 
This is the story of a Human dynamo. 
Likewise it is the story of a man who in a 
few years has become one of the command- 
ing figures of the United States, head of the 
greatest corporation of its kind im the 
world—Owen D. Young, chairman of the 
board of directors of the General Electric 


Now Mr. Young may object to this desig- 
nation as a “New Giant of Wall Street.” 
In fact, he has always fought shy of Wall 
street, but by Wall street the country at 
large considers not only that little street 
“with a churchyard at one end and the river 
at the other,” as it has been described, nor 
those other little streets about it, but the 
great pulsing financial heart of the United 
States, the pump that sends the streams of 
gold through all the myriad channels of in- 
dustry and commerce. It is in this sense 
that Mr. Young is nominated for this des- 
ignation. 

He is still under 50, a tall, handsome, 
powerful man, with every appearance of 
keenness and aggressiveness, a personality 
that radiates mental and physical strength 
and a wonderful smile. A man who had 
met him for the first time some months 
before was speaking of him a few days ago. 
“What is the first impression you had of 
him?" | asked him. “Why, the play of his 
emotions on his face.” was the reply. “He 
was making a point. His face was gripped 
with a frown, a peculiar frown, for the 
wrinkles of his forehead turned up. He 
made his point, and the concentrated gaze 
changed instantly into a radiant smile. It 
was a remarkable transition.” That frown 
fs chiefly directed at his work; the smile 
is for those Who work with and under him. 
in that great smooth, silent organization 
known as General Electric. The Paris Poly- 
technic some years ago described the com. 
pany as the world’s model corporation, in 
which opinion many concur.

Then quietly and persuasively 
his reasoned, matured conclusion is offered 
for consideration. He is seldom assertive, 
never dogmatic. And the chances are five 
to one that his proposal is the nucleus for 
the final decision.

Few men have attained such rank so 
early in life. There is a future of limitless 
possibilities before this new giant of Ameri- 
can industry.

Miss Bedell is deaconess of an Episcopal 
mission in remote Stephens Village, Alas 
ka, forty miles below the Arctic circle. 


She was the only white person in the 
little village of 150 Indians, she said, aside 
from a solitary trapper. Several gold pros- 
pectors, thirty miles away, wer ber next 
nearest white neighbors. 

She taught school for the children in the 
day and tried to provide clean entertain- 
ment for the adults at night. Much of her 
time was given to religious and moral edu- 
cation. The church is the only social unit 
in the village. She conducted a class for 
the Indian men, while they were at home 
from their winter's hunting. 

The first frost, she said, is expected in 
August. September brings the first snow, 
and the river freezes in October. The sun 
peeps over the horizon about 11:30 o'clock 
in the morning, In midwinter, and _ sets 
again at 1 o'clock. Children carry their

Traveling is by dog sieds and snowshoes.

To the majority of persons now living in : 


Washington who have seen administrations 
come and go, the golden days of White 
House history date from 1901 to 1913— 
when Washington society was most bril- 
liant and the White House set the pace, not 
only for the official circle, but for all the 
social elect. — 

In these twelve seasons, two families of 
boys and girls were reared in this first 
American home, each to go out into the 
world a splendid type of man or woman. 
Three times society was called to welcome 
a daughter of a President through a White 
House reception or ball—Miss Alice Roose- 
velt, Miss Ethel Roosevelt and Miss Helen 
Taft enjoying in turn the distinction of be- 


ing White House debutantes. All three 


have married and lived happily ever since, 
but only President Roosevelt's eldest daugh- 
ter, now Mrs. Nicholas Longworth, had the 


distinction of being a White House bride.| 


Mr. and Mrs. Longworth will celebrate the 
nineteenth anniversary of their marriage 
February 17. 

Miss Jessie Wilson, now Mrs. Frank “3. 
Sayre, the next White House bride, was 
married, as was Miss Roosevelt, in the East 
Room, with a large official company to wit- 
mess the ceremony, but when President 
Wilson’s younger daughter, Eleanor, mar- 
ried William G. McAdoo and a Cabinet offi- 
cer as well, the ceremony took place in the 
_Blue Room with hardly more than a family 
party present. 

Presidents’ daughters of earlier days 
whose wedding ceremonies were of national 
interest were Miss Maria Monroe, who mar- 
ried her cousin, Samuel Lawrence Gouver- 
neur of: New York, more than 100 years ago, 
and Miss Nelly Grant, who at the age of 18

Another White House wedding which no 
jal historian can ignore was that of 
sident Grover Cleveland to Miss Fran- 

ces Folsom, which took place in the Blue 
Room June 2, 1886. These were all person- 
al affairs conducted in a manner to suit the 
hosts of each occasion and not to be con- 
sidered as state functions or even official 
entertainments. State functions are ex- 
actly what that term implies, dinners or 
receptions given by the President in com- 
pliment to another great personage or a 
group of high officials. Invitations to these 
affairs should be, and usually are, regulated 
by the position of the guests as set forth in 
the Congressional Directory. 

The state dinners are four in number in 
compliment to the Cabinet, the Supreme 
Court, the Diplomatic Corps and the Speak- 
er of the House. The number of guests 
may vary from 30 to 100. The dinner to 
the Diplomatic Corps includes only the 
chiefs of missions, ambassadors, ministers 
or charges d’affaires—with the wife of this 
envoy, if he has a wife. If a bachelor or a 
widow with daughter or sister presiding 
over his household, this lady is not prop- 
erly included in a state dinner. There is a 
great distinction between the diplomatic 
dinner and the diplomatic reception, and 
the diplomatic breakfast given by the Sec- 
retary of State. At the larger entertain- 
ments every member of the Diplomatic 
Corps in invited, with the addition of the 
ladies of each diplomatic household. Court 
uniforms are always worn at the state 
functions at the White House, not else- 
where unless by special order. 

The state receptions are also four in 
number, having as the guests of honor the 
Diplomatic Corps, the Judiciary, Congress 
(meaning both House and Senate) and the

Army, Navy and Marine Corps. The first 
and the last are the two to which invita 
tions are always most in demand. As Many 
as 3000 persons have been received at a 
single reception to the great discomfort of 
at least 2600, who are forced to stand in 
line while the guests of honor favored with 
“blue tickets” admitted by the south door 
and conveyed to the main floor by the ele- 
vator are received. 

The President and wife on these occa-

sions receive in the Blue Room, where in 
former years the wife of the Vice-President 
and the ladies of the Cabinet were invited 
to assist. 

As the Cabinet increased in numbers, 
this long line of assisting ladies came to re- 
tard rather than expedite the welcoming of 
large companies, with the result that Presi- 
dent and Mrs. Harding in their first evening 
reception, which was in compliment to the 
Diplomatic Corps, had with them only the 
Secretary of State and Mrs. Hughe®. 

The Attorney-General was the only as- 
sistant at the reception to the Judiciary, 
Mrs. Coolidge and Mrs. Gillett being invited 
to stand in line at the Congressional recep- 
tion, with Mrs. Weeks and Mrs. Denby, 
wives of the Secretary of War and Secre 
tary of the Navy, assisting in welcoming 
the officers of the National Defense. 


By this process of elimination, Mrs. Hu- 
bert Work, Mrs. Albert Fall, Mrs. Henry C. 
Wallace, Mrs. Herbert Hoover and Mra. 
James L. Davis have never had the expertl- 
ence of receiving at the White House, 
which was in times past one of the most 
appreciated privileges of a Cabinet officer's 
wife. 

It was President Taft who made the

This applies to the series of musicales, 
either afternoon or evening, which were in- 
augurated by Mrs. Roosevelt and continued 
until] all entertaining was interrupted by 
the war. 

Invitations to garden parties, quite the 
most popular of all White House entertain- 
ments, are also issued in the name ef the 
hostess, although former President Wilson

and former President Taft, as does Presi- - 
dent Harding, always assisted in receiving 
the guests. The latter usually too

Mrs. Taft usually held her first garden 
party early in. May, when the gardens were 
showing their first bloom of real summer 
flowers, with a “finale” rose party in mid- 
June.

Value of the Seismograph 

What seems to have been the most vio- 
‘ent earthquake gince the one that wrecked 
whole mountains in Alaska a few years ago 
expended most of its strength somewhere 
in the lonely wastes of the Pacific, and 
egain, from the human standpoint, almost 
no damage was done. That is a peculiarity 


of -earthquakes—the amount-of-harm they 


do depends not on the strength of the vi- 
brations but on the places where they co 
cur. The famous earthquakes are nt 
those that most disarranged the surface of 
the earth, but those that happened to 
shake down cities of considerable size, as 
Messina and Lisbon, and therefore caused 
many deaths. 

In this Instance, as usual, the seismo- 
graphs now rather widely scattered over 
the world gave the first news by many 
hours that somewhere the earth had 
trembled to an unusual and alarming de- 
gree, but the interpretation of the mark- 
ings made by these ingenious instruments 
is stil} an uncertain art, telling distance 
rather than direction, and even distance 
not too well. This was shown by the fact 
that some of the observers thought that 
a recent earthquake was near the Alew 
tian Islands, while others, and the major- 
ity, figured out that the shock had occurred 
thousands of miles to the southward. The 
and 
from that it is evident that skiil in the 
reading of seismograph records is increas 
ing. 

That there may be practical advantage 
from knowing betimes that there has bcen 
a big earthquake somewhere is shown by 
the fact that as soon as the observer in 
Hawali saw his pendulum in wide motioa

* tion of dates is the chief and most im- 
portant task of the date growers in the 
Coachella Valley and in the Imperial Val- 
ley in this State, as weil as in the Salt 
River Valley in Arizona. Day after day the 
“pollinator” makes the rounds of the planta- 
tion, equipped with the tools and supplies 
necessary for the work at hand. At the 
time when a new spathe-enclosed female 
flower is opening, the operator climbs into 
the tree and places either a cluster of male 
fowers or the pollen from such flowers 
among the female flowers. It is his hope 
and trust that the currents of air will so 
scatter the many thousands of minute pol- 
len grains that some will reach the stigmas 
wot the various female flowers and that there 
will be a good set of fruit. The particular 
methods employed by growers differ some- 
what in detail, but the principal feature of 
the operation is the same and has remained 
tnus during the centuries that dates have 
been under cultivation.

But its value and the success of 
its use in pollination depends first of all or 
its viability—on whether it will grow. The 
date gardener knows very well from expe- 
rience that pollen readily becomes mouldy 
and that it will “cake” and become “sour” 
unless it is properly dried and stored and 
80 he pays special attention to what he 
considers to be the best means of preserv- 
ing its vitality. To him the question of how 
long this pollen will then keep is one of 
special interest. It is in fact a matter of 
vital importance to the date-growing in- 
dustry. 

It is a tradition of the Arabs, going back 
to remote time, that the pollea of the male 
date tree remains potent from year to 
year, or even for several years, and in 
times of scarcity of new pollen it has been 
their practice to use old pollen in the pol- 
lination of the female flowers. Relying on 
chese Old World traditions and practices. 
the growers of dates in California and Ari- 
zona have believed that when the pollen of 
dates is properly dried and stored it remains 
viable for several years and they have re- 
peatedly used such pollen early in the sea- 
son with apparently good results in certain 
cases. They have not questioned the re- 
sults of this practice and have, therefore, 
not felt it necessary to direct special at- 
tention to the growing of early flowering 
males, which would furnish new pollen for 
the earliest bloom of the female trees. 

During the past season of bloom the 
writer, working at Pomona College and at 
the Government Date Garden at Indio, Cal., 
has studied the viability of date pollen by 
means of direct germination tests. Evi- 
dently this is the first time that this meth- 
od has been employed in the study of date 
pollen. The results indicate that date 
pollen does not remain viable from one 
year to another.

pollen, one or more years old, that had 
been carefully dried and stored under the 
best of conditions employed by date grow- 
ers in the Coachella Valley. In each test 
hundreds and often thousands of pollen 
grains were used. in alj these tests only 
three germinating pollen greins were 
found .and these were undoubtedly stray 
grains of new pollen, which was being 
tested in the saboratory at the time. Old 
pollen that had been kept sealed in vacuum 
tubes gave no germination. At the same 
time fresh pollen from good males gave ex- 
cellent germination. It seems conclusive 
that pollen one year or more old is unable 
to grow and is entirely worthless in effect- 
ing fertilization and the setting of fruit. 

The method employed in the test for 
germination is simple, but effective and very 
reliable. An agar-sugar preparation or 
“medium” is made not much different from 
the “jello” or the “fruit agars” of culinary 
art. The methods of preparation and ster- 
ilization are the same as those used in the

dium is heated to the melting point, a drop 
is placed on a glass slide and as soon as 
this solidifies and is cool the pollen is scat- 
tered over the surface. The slide is then 
placed in a moist chamber for a period of 
several hours. Many preliminary tests are 
of course made to determine the kind of 
sugar and the particular concentration that 
is most favorable for the growth of the 
pollen tubes. By this method numerors 
samples may be tested and the results ob- 
tained for a single day's work in the labora- 
tory. 

Date pollen that is viable readily ger- 
minates on a 1 per cent agar with 3 per 
cent, five per cent or 10 per cent of cane 
sugar. The pollen tubes make a delicate 
threadlike growth, quite identical to that 
which grows from them into and through 
the tissues of the pistil to function in fer- 
tilization. With the use of a microscope 
giving 75 to 100 diameters magnification, 
the individual tubes may easily be observed

Inquiries among growers reveal~ that 
many of them mix the first of the nev. 
pollen of a season with old pollen kept 
from the previous year. The results of 
using such pollen do not-.constitute a test of

diluted, a superabundance of the new pollen 
is no doubt often used. In the instances 
when old pollen is used exclusively, there 
has evidently been no adequately guarded 
pollination which would exclude any new 
pcllen that may be carried in the air from 
male trees that are in bloom, or that mhy 
roon come bloom, either in the same 
plantation cr elsewhere in the region.

SOME EDUCATION NECESSARY.

1? ONE to our knowledge has made a 
N suceeas of producing capons in com- 
mercial quantities on this Coast, 
thoug many have attempted it in a small 
way. The poultry authorities of the uni- 
versity are on record with the statement 
that capon-raising, on the average Califor- 
nia ranch, is unprofitable because the prod- 
uct, though heavier in weight, does not com- 
mand a sufficient price to yield a fair re- 
turn to the producer. And yet to one look- 
ing at the facts it would seem that the 
growing and sale of capons would be more 
alluring along profitable lines than the sale 
of cockerels. For the information of the 
general breeder, it might be well to state 
that a capon is an altered male bird; that, 
as a result of such alteration, the bird puts 
on trom two to six pounds additional flesh. 
Not only is-a capon a heavier carcass, but 
the flesh is more tender and of a much bet- 
ter flavor. Where the mass of consumers 
are educated to appreciate this, there also 
invariably is a strong demand for capons 
at good prices. Since the operation is easi- 
ly learned and the cost but a trifle. it has 
always seemed to the writer that it could 
be made profitable. According to Lewis, in 
hia “Productive Poultry Husbandry.” 
cockerel of the American breed at eixh! 
months of age will weigh from four to five 
pounds. _ The same bird, if caponized whea 
about three months old, will weigh from 
six to eight pounds at eight months, and at 
t same time the flesh of the capon will 
more tender, of finer texture and of su- 
perior favor. Now imagine a breeder with, 
say, 500 Rhode Island cockerels: Would it 
not pay him to caponize? Of course, some- 
thing would depend on the market. The 
buying public in California has not the op- 
portunity to appreciate honest-to-goodness 
poultry meat, much less properly grown Cca- 
pons, neither being a feature of the market 
place. Possibly the public will have to be 
educated to the nutritive values and fine 
eating qualities of capons, much as it has 
with raisins and prunes, figs and apricots. 
For certain it is that the industry, as a 
whole, will never function to full capacity 
until it establishes a high-water mark for 
qualicvy in table fowl and capons, the same 
as it has for eggs. Each is a distinet divi- 
sion of the industry and all phases should 
function along advanced lines to secure 
moXimum returns. The holiday season usu- 
ally calls ont the strongest demand. 


\ State that enjoys two such centers of 


distribution as San Francisco and Los An- 
xeles, each boasting a large cosmopolitan 
population, which demands good things to 
eat, ought to furnish an outlet for fine table 
fowl, including a goodly number of ca- 
pons. The leading hotels and restaurants 
would take a certain quantity, provided the 
supply was a dependable one. To feature 
capons on their menus, thereby exploiting 
their fine qualities, and then, when a good 
trade had been worked up, to find no source 
of supply would not be an inviting proposi- 
tion from the hotel man’s point of view. 
Now is there anything like an adequate sup- 
ply of capoéns to call for an educational 
campaign’ But this does not mean that 
conditions will remain so. It is the judg- 
ment of the more advanced breeders that 
the time will come when California table- 
poultry will rank in quality with the Call- 
fornia ecg. When tat time comes the ca- 
ponized carcass will come into its kingdom.

The best way is to take a pure-bred, good- 
laying hen and mate her to a pure-bred 
male of another breed. Her eggs will prove 
to be quite generally fertile and chicks of 
unusual stamina will cOme out of them 
when incubated. If the ch prove to be 
mostly pullets, the breeder will soon have 
a lot of goodtaying fowls. The cockerels 
will be alert and put on flesh rapidly, mak- 
ing good fryers, if the cross was of- fowls 
that put on flesh early. If the cross was of 
light-weight fowls, the pullets may be ex- 
pected to be better layers and the cockerels 
will have to be grown longer for flesh. 
None of these males should be kept to 
breed from, no matter how fine they may 
look. What we see in a first generation of 
cross-breds, or hybrids; is no 
what their breeding propensities may be. 
The malés of the first generation of cross- 
breds should all be grown to be eaten, and 
the pullets must not be expected to lay 
phenomenally beyond the first year.

If fed once 
i week for several weeks, it will have a 
strong tendency to correct the abnormal 
conditions. 


Another simple corrective that is of great 
value with poultry is granulated or pow- 
dered charcoal. It is a good plan to keep 
charcoal of this kind before the birds at all 
times, and the usual practice is to mix it 
with a dry mash, in a hopper. There is no 
doubt that these two materials, Epsom salts 
and charcoal, are of more value to the poul- 
try-raiser, jf used properly, than all of the 
so-called condition-powders on the market. 

Other simple correctives are coal oil, 
carbolic acid and potassium permanganate, 
which constitute the first corrective treat- 
ment for colds and roup. Roup usually

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This is the season of the year when the 
growing youngsters should be coming right 
along.

ject is a robust growth to maturity. This. 
in turn, should be natural rather than forced 
in the breeding and laring stock; birds de- 
signed for meat can be forced to attain 
marketable conditions, as broilers, fryers 
or roasters. The two prircipal factors af- 
fecting growth are environment and condi- 
tions. By the former is meant all the fac- 
tors surrounding the bird, and by the lat- 
ter, the management or system of caretak- 
ing that is practiced. To be sure. ancestry 
also wields an influence, but in the livin,” 
specimen that can hardly be altered. The 
growing stock at this season should have 
free range or ample scratching facilities, 
wholesome foods, with intelligent feeding, 
supplemented with plenty of green stuff in 
variety; good housing, no overcrowding, 
either on perches or in yard space; plenty 
of shade, preferably that supplied by trees 
and shrubs; a Liberal supply of grit, oyster 
shell and charcoal and an abundance of 
pure water. This May appear like primer 
talk, and is hardly intended for the old hand 
at the game; but the beginner had better 
observe and practice these fundamental 
things or his journeyings into the fields of 
poultry culture may be anything but so) 


As soon .as the cCochereis can be distin. 
guished from the pullets, segregate the 
males and place them in a yard by them- 
selves. To allow them to “mix,” will retard 
the development of both sexes. The pullets 
should be allowed to develop in a normal 
way, while the cockerels can be “fed up” 
for market: if of the heavier breeds, it 
might prove advisable to caponize a few. 
Those males that may be selected for fu- 
ture breeding operations should be placed 
by themselves and given attention along 
lines calculated to develop them into stud 
birds with stamina, virility and pugnacity.

What is wanted in 
layers and breeders is a robust and even 
development. The object is to produce a 
continuous growth to maturity; a “check” 
in a bird's development, invariably pro- 
duces a “fault” that no aftercare fully over- 
comes. In other words, it can never be as 
thoug) the “check” had never happened. 
This is important with pullets, because we 
want them to come into laying at a certain 
period in the fall of the year. If develop- 
ment is retarded, they may prove undesir- 
able as winter layers. The question of feeds 
and feeding is largely a matter of local 
supplies and market conditions. The pre- 
paratory feeds are now quite generally 
availible: other things being equal, tha 
can be used to advantage. Recent observa.

_GALIFORNIA’S CANNED FRUITS 
AND THE EUROPEAN MARKETS 


BY R. 


(Mr. Brinemead recentiy returned to California 
from England and the of Europe. where 
he had a most oppertunity for a clore-u 
study of the subjects d in this article.—Ed. 


ALIFORNIA weaned fruits possess an 
unexcelled reputation upon the Euro- 


year 1922, these markets consumed nearly 
200,000,000 pounds of American canned 
fruits, valued at over $19,000,000, by far the 
major proportion of which originated in 
California, 

What prospects exist for any great ex- 
pansion in exports of California canned 
fruits to these markets? 

Can California successfully meet present 
and prospective competition on these mar- 
kets, creating an expansion in consump 
tion adequate to care for the rapidly in- 
creasing output, and to favorably influence 
domestic markets? 

A six months investigation of conditions 
on these markets, covering the sources of 
present and potential competitive supplies, 
methods of handling and distribution, the 
attitude of the wholesale and retail trade 
and the attitude and consumptive possibil- 
ities of the European consumer, quite em- 
phatically point to the conclusions 

(1.) That expansion in consumption is 
possible to the full limit of California 
products available. 

(2.) That California, with her well or-

(3.) That increased consumption, ~ how- 
ever, finally hinges upon two @rime fac- 
tors:—(a) Adequate co-ordinated and or- 
ganized distribution; (b) A wide publicity 
and educational] campaign. 

The consumption of California raisins in 
the British Isles jumped from five million 
pounds in 1921, or a little over two ounces 
per head, to over 44,000,000 pounds, or 
nearly one pound per head in 1922-—the 
result of the Sun-Maid Raisin Growers pub- 
licity and selling campaign, which did not 
get fully under way until nearly May, 1922. 


THE TIME FOR ACTION 


Lacking the organized publicity and sell- 
ing campaign of Sun Maid Raisins, follow- 
ing the food-poisoning scare in the Fall of 
1922, the bottom dropped out of the Euro- 
pean canned fruit market. Great promi- 
nence was then giv a sensational ele- 
ment of the press to danger of eating 
any kind of canned or “tinned” foods. It 
was not until interest had largely died out, 
and demand had been reduced to a mini- 
mum for canned fruits, that even the small- 
est publicity was given to the principal 
origin of the trouble as it affected Europe 
—doctored canned meats which had laid 
out in the weather in army dumps in 
France for two and three years. Rusty, 
blown, utterly unfit for food; these had been 
relabeled, pricked, resoldered and placed

on the market, greatly increasing Euro 
pean prejudice against ali kinds of canned 
foods. And the bottom dropped out of the 
market. 

It was a psychological moment for the 
California praducer to jump in and edu 
cate the consumer, to convince him of the 
excellence, cleanliness and safety of Cali- 
fornia canned fruits. Demand could thea 
have been created, not killed. The supreme 
importance of a well co-ordinated campaign 
to place California canned fruits in the 
hands of the European consumer was never 
more forcibly demonstrated. 

In 1922, California packed over fifteen 
million cases of orchard fruits and over a 
guarter million cases of smal! fruits, of 
which some 20 per cent were exported— 
some two and a half million cases to 
Europe, a hundred and fifty thousand cases 
to Canada, two hundred and fifty thousand 
to the rest of the world, leaving a balance 
of over twelve million cases for domestic 
consumption within the United States. 
Within the confines of the State there are 
now planted nearly six hundred and ffty 
thousand acres of orchard fruits suitable 
for canning; of these over two hundred 
thougand acres have yet to come into bear- 
ing. There is therefore promised at an 
early date an annual pack approaching the 
twenty-five million case mark. 

A six months educational campaign in- 
creased the consumption of California ra} 
sins in the British Isles over eight fold; 
there is no question but that an adequate 
campaign, reaching both consumer and 
distributor, would place at least twelve 
million cases of California canned fruits 
into consumption on these same markets, 
taking care of any increased production 
over and above what can be profitably mar- + 
keted in the United States. 


AS TO DISTRIBUTION 

An outstanding feature of American ez- 
ports of canned fruits during 1922 is found 
in their distribution. Eighteen million dol- 
lars worth went to the British Isles (less 
than 40 cents a head: one million dollars 
worth went to the sixty-five million people 
of Belgium, France. Holland and Scan- 
navia (less than 2 cents a head:) a million 
dollars worth was sent to Canada (less 
than 10 cents a head;) about two million 
dollars worth went to the balance of the 
world. 

It does not isatter so much hov the fie- 
ures are analyzed: whether A-secrican ex- 
port feturns, or British, French or other 
European import returns are taken—the 
same relative and absolute results are ob 
tained. The possibility of vastly increased 
European consumption of California canned 
fruits is obvious. 

It is true that finances, exchange and 
trade: are at present in a chaotic condition 
in continental Europe: but international 
trade still exists; more than one country, 
even today, is « pable of profitable exploi- 
tation for California products. Sun-Maid 
raisins have demonstrated this within the 
past few months. Australia is even now 
building important canned fruit industry 
solely for export to the British Isles. There 
is a strong body of opinion in England to- 
day that normalcy may return to Europe 
sooner than many of us dare to hope for— 
that even the Ruhr occupation may prove a 
forward step in hastening that much de 
sired result. 

REACHING THE CONSUMER 

Increased European demand for Califor 
nia canned fruits can only be attained in 
one way—by educating the consumer. The 
existing inherent prejudice against the use 
of any and all canned foods must be over- 
come. The consumer must be convinced 
of the absolute safety. as well as the su- 
perior quality of California products. This 
done, he will be prepared to buy largely. 

A prime reason for the possibility of 
greatly expanding the sale of California 
canned fruits in Europe is found in the 
reputation they enjoy with the European 
consumer. in no other part of the world 
are the canneries so well equipped; no 
where is the fruit handled under such san- 
itary and cleanly conditions as in the 
Golden State. © other section has the 
same reputation consistently good qual- 
ity and honest pe-k; nowhere else are to 
be found such immense contiguous acre-- 
ages of fruits suitable for canning and so 
favorably located for shipment by 
water or rail. No other part of the world 
possesses the same wide experience in the 
work of canning fruits, coupled with the 
possession of such a great body of expert 
and reliable h tp. California canned fruits 
have won out on export markets on qua)- 
ity alone; but the time has now arrived 
when organized selling and distribution, 
and a wide vision, become pecessary if ex- 
pert consumption is to be sufficiently ia- 
creased to take care, at profitable prices, 
of quantities sufficient to favorably affect 
domestic markets.

The pian ts to bring the knowledge of up 
to-date feeding methods to the attention of 
every livestock feeder in the country; and, 
in cooperation with State agricultural col- 
leges, county extension azents and other 
agencies interested in the betterment of 
the live stock of the nation, to offer indi- 
vidual assistance to farmers who have 
special and difficult feeding problems. 

Ever since the beginning of the “Better 
Sires—Better Stock” campaign, which has 
enrolled more than 1,290,000 head of live 
stock for improvement by means of better 
methods of breeding, there has been a de- 
mand from stockmen that the government 
a better-feeding campaign. A 
large proportion of inquiries on livestock 
problems received by the department from 
farmers of the country seek information 
on feeding. The plan which has been 
evolved is expected to render a definite 
service to those who ask for feeding help. 
and also to bring a Knowledge of better 
feeding methods to many who would not 
make ingutries. 

That good feeding methods are known 
and practiced by the more experienced 
livestock owners in the United States Is 
shown by the good condition and finish of a 
proportion of animals appearing at stock- 
yards, and by good records in production 
made by some feeders. But the proportion 
ean be made larger, with benefit to the in- 
dividual grower and to the nation, accord- 
ing to department live-stock specialists. A 
conservative estimate, based on a careful 
survey of American farms, shows that 
there are 14,000,000 head of runty animals 
in the country. A majority of nearly 1000 
farmers who have commented on the sit- 
uation stated that adequate and proper 
feed are the principal means gf preventing 
runtiness in animals. The tremendous 
mortality among young animals is largely 
attributable also to lack of proper care and 
feed up to and including weaning time. 
These, and other facts, point to the great 


HE United States Departma.t of Agri-| need for more general practice of better 
nces a nation wide serv- 


feeding methods. They point aleo to the 
immense amount of benefit that can accrue 
to the nation in the way of better live 
stock, more economical uction, and a 
great saving in feedstufis, if the general 
live-setock feeding practice of the nation 
can be made more efficient. 

The Department of Agriculture offers an 
individual feeding service that is available 
to any livestock feeder in the country. 
One of the principal features of this serv- 
ice will be a “feeding-problem sheet.” 
which farmers may obtain from their coun- 
ty agents, State agriciltural colleges, or 
direct from the department~at Washing- 
ton. On the feeding-problem sheet the 
farmer outlines his problem briefly, and de- 
scribes his stock and available feeds. The 
sheet is designed to enable the farmer to 
give sufficient information in brief form to 
make additional correspondence unneces- 
sary. The farmer then refers the sheet to 
his county agent, who makes a recommen- 
dation. When the sheet reaches the de- 
partment, a live-stock feeding specialist 
studies the problem and makes suitable 
reply. 

A great deal of the correspondence re- 
ceived by the department from farmers 
asking information on special feeding prob- 
lems does not state the conditions sur- 
rounding the problem in sufficient detail to 
permit of a definite reply. Additional cor- 
respondence often causes delay. The feed- 
ing-problem sheet will correct this and 
make it comparatively simple for a stock- 
man to submit his problem im a form such 
that it may be correctly diagnosed. Farm- 
ers will be encouraged to consult local 
agencies for help with problems that are 
plainly local in c ter. 

The feeding-problem service will be of 
help to others besides those farmers who 
submit their problems for diagnosis. The | 
department will study the problems con-| 
fronting live-stock feeders in the different 
sections of the country, and make public 
the results of this study, thereby enabling 
the entire country to derive a benefit.

house. At one end of the house is a boiler- 
like contrivance, thirty feet long by four 
feet*in diameter, which serves as the burn 
er. This burner is connected with the pow- 
er-house by a twelve-inch tube and on the 
opposite end with the sixteen-inch pipe of 
the field heater. 

Inside the power-house there is a forty 
horsepower gasoline engine which operates 
three fans, such as are commonly used in 
mines. A six-foot fam forces air through 
the twelve-inch pipe into the burner and 
then into the asbestos-covered, sixteen-inch 
field pipe of galvanized iron. This pipe 
forms a rectangular boundary around the 
grove. There are eight cross pipes or later- 
als im the grove, made of eight-inch galvan- 
ized iron. 

It ig plain that the air forced into the 


pipes must have an outlet, so Mr. Lowe has | * 


provided one at the power-house, where the 
air is sucked out of the sixteen-inch pipe by 
means of two six-inch air pumps and dis- 
charged into the outer atmosphere through 
six-inch pipes. 

The large iron burner, already described, 
consumes one-half gallon of crude fuel oil 
per minute. This is sprayed into the burner 
to heat the air forced in and through by 
the big fan. The average cost for one hour 
would be about $1.20, not figuring the cost 


Only ten seconds are required to raise 
the temperature 12 degrees at the intake 
and only fifteen seconds to exhaust the re- 
sidual cold air in the pipes of the entire sys- 
tem. After the plant has been in opera- 
tien about a minute, the temperature of 
the most distant point in the system regis- 
ters 100 degrees Fahrenheit, according to, 
the owner. The heated air entering the dis- 
tributing system is raised to degrees 
and, after the plant is in operation for 
about fifteen minutes, leaves the exhaust at 


The entire apparatus is simple, requiring 


many improvements on his equipment for 
next year. Thermostats will be installed in 
the grove so that whenever the temperature 
falls to a danger point, the engine will be 
started automatically. To make this pos- 
sible, a pilot light will be installed in the 
burner. A second set of thermostats will 
stop the engine when the grove has been 
heated to the desired temperature. By this 
arrangement, the plant will require little 
attention. During the day the fuel supply 
will be replenished and the machinery 
ofled, so that the services of a night at- 
tendant will not be needed.

If the 
garden plot is to be permanent, it will be 
a paying proposition to install such a sys 
tem. gardener will devise other little 
ways of getting around sprinkling after he 
has once found that furrow irrigation is 
more economical of time and labor. He 
will plan his garden for thie method, mak- 
ing good furrows and planting his vegeta- 
bles so that they can be irrigated easily. 

Just at thie time, a few words concern- 
ing the irrigation of vurious plantings in 
tha garden will mot be out of place. Ber. 
ries need more water now, at the time they 
are bearing or setting fruit than at any 
other season of the year. Blackberries es- 
pecially will need lots of water, which 
should be applied in furrows close to the 
base of the plants. 

Potatoes should be irrigated with care 
after the tubers begin to size up. The wa- 
ter should be applied in the furrows and 
not allowed to flood around the base of the 
plants, for itgwitl cause the tubers to be 
scabby and small. 

Sweet corn should not be irrigated until 
it is at least four inches high, and care 
must be taken that the water does not 
flood the plants. as it causes a set-back to 
their growth that is seldom made up for. 
Water should be applied to corn in wide. 
shallow furrows, and often, for it is a 
thirsty plant. 

String beans too, require ample supplies 
of water, but it should be applied in fur- 
rows between rows. Melons grown in the 
home garden require fair amounts of water. 
and above all, thrive under constant culti- 
vation. The root crops, during the sum- 
mer, should have plenty of water, so that

SANITATION CAMPAIGN 


In maintaining sanitary standards for 
dairies, the California Department of Agri- 
culture has devoted special attention to 
those "things which have a direct and pro- 
nounced effect upon the quality of the fim 
ished product and which are inexpensive 


carrying out this program, two sets of post- 
ers have been prepared. The first explains 
very briefly the reason and necessity for 
producing high-quality dairy products. The 
second calls attention to the fundamental 
requirements, without which ft fs impossi- 
ble to produce good milk and cream.

Most Southern Californians are aware that ostrich and alligator 
farming are listed among the established farming activities of this sec- 
tion, but few know that the Southland is now producing African 
lions on a commercial scale for circuses and zoos. Mr. and Mrs. 
Charles Gay, experienced trainers of circus animals, are con- 
ductim? a full-fledged lion farm on Mission Road just off 
North Broedway, in Los Angeles, and are making such 
more commodious quarters outside the city proper. 
*Trom a beginning with three breeding animals three 
years ago, they have built up a “herd” of forty lions. 
Cubs six weeks old bring $300, they say, while 
older animals sell for as high as $3000, due to the 
fact that importations of lions have practically stopped 
since the V/ orld War. 


The lions of the Gay “farm” seem quite contented with 
their lot, and, when young, are as affectionate and mis- 
chievous as kittens. Those shown above are six months 
old. From two to four cubs are born at a time. They 
are taken from their mother at from two to six weeks 
of age, being fed by bottle on milk provided by half a 
dozen goats. A\t five to six months, they will have 
been weaned from milk to the regular horse meat dict 
of their elders. The Gay lions are fed six times a 
week, one day im seven being a day of fasting.

The climate of Oceanside, somewhat !ess 
foggy than that of Long Beach, a bit rain- 
ier than that of San Diego and claimed by 
ite residents to be frostiess, conveys 4 
special significance in agriculture. It 
means that all vegetables and flowers, ex- 
cept the very tenderest, which require a 
certain high temperature for successful 
pollination, may be grown ali the year 
round. It is an invitation to semitropical 
fruits, and a lure to gardeners and orchard- 
ists to capitalize such a climate by means 
of growing vegetables and fruits out of 

The lands of Oceanside ana the neigh- 
boring village of Carisbad begin upon low 
cliffs above the sea and slope back in gen- 
tle undulations to the rolling foothills. The 
soll is a reddish clay loam, fairly rich as 
proved by the wild sumach, grasses and 
flowers, and exceedingly friable and easy 
to handle. Water for both towns if 
pumped out of the San Luis Rey River #nd 
flumed to reservoirs. Irrigation is prac 
ticed to a limited extent in small intensive 
gardens. The crops being produced at 
present are chiefly important as indicative 
of what can be grown on a large — 
adequate supplies of water are prov .

A very attractive and well-paying indus- 
try is that of growing flowers. Formerly 
carnations were extensively grown in 
Oceanside and Carlsbad. At present, ever- 
lasting flowers and bulbs are favorites with 
a number of gardeners. 

Luther L. Gace of Carisbad bas a beauti- 
ful commercial flower garden of five acres. 
Two acres are in freesias. and smaller plots 
in ranunculus, anemones and callas. These 
are grown for bulbs, which he ships to east- 
ern sced houses. The embargo on foreign 
bulbs makes the growing of them profit- 
able here. He also raises many cut flow- 
ers for shops and custo..ers in Los An- 
geles and San Diego. Nothing could be 
more attractive than the many little flower 
gardens of Oceanside and Carlsbad, bright- 
ening the mesa with their varied colors 
and scattering blended fragrance upon the 
fresh sea air. 

A ranch that will be watched with great 
interest by those interested in the orchard. 
ing possibilities of the region is that of 
L. C. Alles. Mr. Alles has thirty-two acres 
under intensive cultivation, irrigated by 
water from the San Luis Rey River. While 
cashing in on such crops as onions, as- 
paragus. cabbage and string beans, “he is 
raising six acres of avocados, six acres of 
grapes, one acre of persimmons, one of 
family orchard and a large nursery of 
seedling apple, pear, peach, apricot and fie 
trees 


A few small orchards of lemons and avo 
codos on the outskirts of Carlsbad are now 
vld enough to prove that such teader fruits 
may be grown with good results in that 
region. Back through the hills toward 
Vista, a ranch here and there has demon 
strated similar promise, while in the val- 
ley at Vista, several full-crown orchards 
of lemons, avocados. loquats and other 
fruits have been returning splendid profits 
for many years. 

In the development of the region, which 
is to shortly begin upon a large scale, cit- 
rus fruits will undoubtedly take first place. 
Of these lemons are likely to be most ex- 
tensively planted. as the region is said to 
have less frost than any other in Southern 
California, and to be particularly suited to 
lemons. But oranges, both navel and Va- 
lencia, may be grown with equal success 
ond are pretty certain to figure important- 
ly. Even the grapefruit may come in for a 
share of acreage, owirg to the fine quality 
of the fruit now produced on a few trees 
at Vista. 

Semi-tropicals, such as avocados, feijoas, 
guavas, loquats, pomegranates and 
while admirably at home, will naturally be 
limited bv the condition of the market. It 
is not unlikely that walnuts will figure 
prominently in the open valleys, which are 
too cold to be perfectly safe for oranges. 
In fact. these foothills and their interven- 
ing valleys should claim the aristocrats of 
orchard crops in Southern California. 

Once the flumes and distributing systems 
of the new water supoly are laid. develop- 
ment is certain to go forward rapidly. For,

That the agricultural population in rural 
listricts of the United States decreased ap- 
proximately 460.000 persons in 1922, is 
shown by a recent survey made by the Unit- 
ed States Department of Agriculture. This 
is a drop of 1.5 per cent, based on the 
1920 census figures, which placed the agri- 
cultural population in rural districts at 
%1,359,000 persons. According to geographic 
divisions the movement away from the 
farms was relatively strongest in the Pacific 
States. 
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
